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Traffic main complaint 
Unit formed to revise 
Raupp Center plans 


Joseph SoUannl, Buffalo Grove park 


board president, has appointed a special 
committee to consider revising plans for 
the Raupp Memorial Museum and Com* 
rnunlty Center. • 


Formation of the committee, to be 


c h a i r e d by Park Comr. Raymond 
Lcdlnsky, was announced at the Thurs- 
day meeting of the park board. 


Park officials consider such changes 


as o reduction In the size of the commu- 
nity center and cutbacks in park pro- 
grams. The changes arc In response to 
several objections raised by residents In 
the vicinity of the planned center. 


The complaints include traffic con- 


gestion on Dunham Lane, the access 
route to the complex, and hazards to 
children that some residents say will re- 
sult from cars going to and from the cen- 
ter. 


Parking for only six cars is planned 


due to lack of space around the complex. 


This also has caused residents to object 
because motorists would be forced to 
park their cars along Dunham. 


ALSO TO BE WEIGHED Is the pos- 


sible Installation of a 300-foot pull-in lone 
for outos, which Is viewed by park offi- 
cials as a means of relieving the feared 
traffic congestion. 


Several residents have suggested re- 


ducing the size of the center and pro- 
gram cutbacks as a way to lessen that 
problem. 


Several residents were present at the 


park board meeting and restated their 
objections. 


The park district plans to construct the 


community center for preschool pro- 
grams and civic group meetings. A drop- 
in teen center also Is planned. 


The old Levitt and Co. sales office is 


being moved to the site and is slated for 
use as a historical museum. 


THE PROJECT IS being financed as 


part of a $1.25-milllon bond issue dating 
back to 1971 that was intended to pay for 
several major park projects. 
' 


One resident also suggested a citizens' 


advisory committee be formed to assist 
park commissioners In planning changes 
on their proposals. 


Settannl said such a committee was a 


good idea, as long as the group's opin- 
ions were not binding on park officials. 


RESIDENTS ALSO objected Thursday 


to plans for landscaping. Spending large 
amounts of money on landscaping would 
be a "waste of taxpayers' money," Set- 
tannl said. 


Landscaping will be done as funds be- 


come available, he said. There are no 
"Instant parks," he said. 


The special committee will meet at 8 


p.m. Thursday In the park district cen- 
ter, 150 Raupp Blvd., to discuss the pro- 
posed changes, and will report to park 
officials at a later date. 
' 


Firm sues village for building permits 


A Chicago development firm I* suing 


the Village, of Buffalo Grove to obtain 
building permits so it can proceed with a 
development turned down by village offi- 
cials earlier this year. 


The suit filed in Cook County Circuit 


Court on behalf of Dominion Devel- 
opment Corp. seeks a court order that 
would force Buffalo Grove to Issue build- 
ing permits on a Pizza Hut and chicken 
restaurant project 


An attorney for Dominion could not bo 


reached for details on the matter Thurs- 
day. Spokesmen for the firm also were 
unavailable. 


THE VILLAGE board voted down a 


Dominion request lost July for per- 
mission to build the structures on the 
site, Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads. 
The board decision upheld a unanimous 
plan commission rejection of the propos- 
al more than a year earlier. 


Officials of the firm In July threatened 


to take the matter to court If the village 
refused to overturn the plan commission 
decision. 


Originally, Dominion sought and re- 


ceived village authorization to construct 
a service station on port of the property 
and a commercial office building on the 
remainder. 


The section slated for the service sta- 


tion later was sold, however, to Mara- 
thon Oil Co. and the firm's plans were 
changed to include building of a Pizza 
Hut. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS disapproved, 


however, saying the project did not con- 
form to the original site plan and such a 
restaurant was unsuitable for the proper- 
ty. 


Several trustees and plan commission- 


ers also said such use would create traf- 
fic problems, congestion and was archi- 
tecturally unattractive. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said of- 


ficials were "satisfied" with Dominion's 
original plans. "We had gone Into an 
agreement that the land would be devel- 
oped In a certain manner and then they 
came in with a Pizza Hut that didn't con- 
form." 


Ho said eventual voting down of plans 


by both village agencies was done "right- 
fully so.". 


IN COMMENTING on the suit, Arm- 


strong said Dominion "had the right to 
develop as had been mutually agreed but 


they didn't conform to what we had • 
agreed and now they're trying to force It 
down our throats and we're not going to 
swallow it." 


Armstrong said the village has "every 


Intention" of fighting the suit in court. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said 


Thursday he would have no comment be- 
cause he had not had a chance to exam- 
ing details of the complaint. 


He said, however, that he would file an 


answer to the request for court order and 
a hearing date would probably be set af- 
ter that.

It was after the third call', 
from a Buffalo Grove police watch com- 
mander, that they realized something 
was amiss. Within the next 45 minutes 
the police received four more calls and 
later in the day another about the same 
subject: "I've got a 4- to 6-weck-old 
puppy, has one been reported missing?" 


Buffalo Grove Patrolman Kerry Kenny 


drew the assignment to round up the 
abandoned pups which were dropped in 
every section of the village. Kenny said 
whoever abandoned the pups, which are 
believed to be part collie and part shep- 
herd, apparently circled the village leav- 
ing at least one ill each section of town. 


"We got seven of them and the eighth 


is being kept by a lady who called to say 
she found it and wants to keep it at least 
until Friday," said Kenny. Two other 
residents also said they would keep their 
unexpected visitors. 


ONE OF THE two, police Sgt. Ronald 


Gozdecki, said the dog will be welcomed 
by his family. "The mail lady came to 
the door holding the pup. She asked if we 
lost it and I said 'No', but we'd keep it 
while she checked the rest of the block. I 
called the police department and found 
out it was part of a bigger situation. We 
decided to keep the pup," said Gozdecki. 


Gozdecki, his wife and two' children 


named the puppy "Kringle" in honor of 
the coming holiday season. 


Carolyn Karabotsos, 700 Indian Spring 


Ln., found her puppy while she was 
checking the mail. "He was crying and 
walked toward me. I had to bring it in. I 
called police because I thought it may 
have been someone's Christmas present, 
and a lady told me I was the seventh 
caller. I'll keep the dog as long as I 
can," she said. 


AS FOR THE remaining five pups, the 


finders did not wanl to be the keepers. 


But the fever of having a new puppy 


around for an afternoon spread to two po- 
lice radio operators, who took two of the 
remaining five pups home for Christmas. 


As for the other three, they spent the 


night in the police station with hopes of 
going the way of the rest of the litter 


1 today. Kenny said if no one claims the 
puppies today they will be taken to Kay's 
Animal Shelter in Arlington Heights. 


Anyone wishing to have one of the re- 


maining pups can do so by stopping by 
the Buffalo Grove police station, 50 
Raupp Blvd. But please, if you take it; 
keep it.

Crane to vote 
no on Rockefeller 
confirmation

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, H-12th, said 


Thursday he will vote against the con- 
firmation of former New York Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller as Vice President of 
tho U.S., despite his expectation that 
Rockefeller will bo confirmed by a wide 
margin. 


Crane cited "the man's horrendous ca- 


reer as governor of New York" as tho 
principal reason for his opposition. 


Crane, one of the principal con- 


servative Republican survivors of the 
Democrats' November election landslide, 
said ho expected no more than 25 GOP 
votes against Rockefeller in the House 
and perhaps twice that many among 
Democrats. There are 435 members in 
tho House. 


THE SENATE Tuesday confirmed the 


Rockefeller nomination by a vote of 00 to 
7, with throe Republicans, Including for- 
mer presidential candidate Sen. Barry 
Goldwatcr, R-Ariz., dissenting. 


Crane said the budget of New York 


state rose from $1.9 billion to $9 billion 


during Rockefeller's nearly 20-year reign 
as governor. 


He cited "any number of budget pro-' 


posals" by Rockefeller that he said led to 
continually increasing taxes in New 
York. "Business took flight from New 
York," said Crane. "The state lost more 
than 400,000 jobs due to his taxing pol- 
icies." 


"If he were to administer the United 


States the way he ran New York, we 
would have a nation in chaos," Crane 
added. 


HE SAID THAT Congress, in voting to 


confirm Rockefeller as Vice, Presiddnt 
"is very possibly voting for the next 
President." 


Crane said he had decided to vote 


against Rockefeller's confirmation before 
disclosures of the New York governor's 
generous financial gifts and' "loans" to 
political associates and his' financial 
backing of a book detrimental to* a 
Democratic opponent, Arthur Goldberg. 


Those factors only added to his. opposi- 


tion to Rockefeller's appointment* Crane 
said.

Three-hour partial solar 
eclipse in Midwest today 


Midwest residents will. be "short- 


changed" on their morning sun during 
a three-hour partial eclipse today. 


Astronomer Larry Ciupik of the Adler 


Planetarium said the partial solar eclip- 
se will begin here at 8:10 a.m. and 
reach a maximum of 60 per cent about 
0:31 a.m. The eclipse will subside about 
11 a.m. 


Ciupik said -viewers should not look 


directly at the sun to view the eclipse 
because eyes can be damaged 
per- 


manently. An indirect viewing system, 
such as a shadow box or camera-type 


projection in 'which the sun's image is 
directed onto a piece of paper, is the best 
method. "The eclipse won't be evident 
unless you look for it," ho said. 


Although the eclipse will be over be- 


fore the sun rises in parts of California, a 
7 a.m. sunrise in the Midwest will allow 
Chicago viewers to witness the entire 
process. The maximum eclipse will oc- 
cur in central Canada, where 83 per cent 
of the sun will be covered by the moon at 
midmomlng. 


Partial solar eclipses are not uncom- 


mon, even on Friday the 13th, Ciupik 
said.

1975: a bad start,

The government tried to mix some op- 


timism In with the latest bad economic 
news Thursday, looking ahead to better 
times by tho end of next year. 


Budget Director Roy L. Ash — at a 


Sonata Budget Committee Hearing — 
said tho first two quarters of 1073 will bo 
bad, "In fact, they'll be quarters we'll 
want to seo In history as soon as pos- 
sible." . 


But ho predicted there will then be a 


tapering off of inflation, and a snapping 
back that will feature lower interest 
rates reviving housing, home products 
soiling briskly, business Investment re- 
maining steady or Increasing and auto 


sales bouncing back. 


Ash denied a charge from Sen Walter 


Mandate, D-Mlnn., that tho adminis- 
tration is deliberately pursuing policies 
designed to throw one to two million' 
people out of work to slow down tho 
economy and bring inflation under con- 
trol. 


Ash's comments followed a Labor De- 


partment report that the Wholesale Price 
Index jumped another 1.2 per cent In No- 
vember, rounding out a total Increase of 
23.5 per cent in tho past 12 months. 


But tho department saw good news in 


the figures, indicating the upward price 
spiral may at last bo leveling off. More

NAACP wants guardsmen in South Boston 


The NAACP filed a motion in federal court Thursday re- 


questing National Guardsmen and increased state police 
forces bo sent to South Boston to prevent more outbreaks of 
violence In that racially-torn community. Tho action was filed 
shortly after more than 500 white students walked out of three 
Boston high schools Thursday to protest tho stabbing of a 
whlto student by a black teenager Wednesday at South Boston 
High School. 


Court upholds conviction of McCord \ 


A federal appeals court, In order to help purge the govern- 


ment of "Its past lawlessness," Thursday unanimously upheld 
tho conviction of James McCord Jr. for tho Watergate break- 
in and bugging. Tho court also upheld tho contempt sentence 
of bugging conspirator G. Gordon Llddy for falling to testify 
before tho grand jury. In the Watergate cover-up trial mean- 
while, tho prosecution charged that John Ehrllchmfln once 
President Richard Nixon's No. 2 aldo, helped cover up Water- 
gato to protect Nixon's re-election and Is now trying to shift 
tho blamo to Nixon and others.

Israeli planes attack Beirut area 


Israeli warplancs attacked Palestinian guerrilla in- 


stallations on Beirut's southern outskirts Thursday in appar- 
ent retaliation for the Arab bombing of a Tel Aviv movie 
theater Wednesday. Lebanese Premier Rashld Solh told par- 
liament after the attack that "one woman was killed and 10 
persons Injured." Palestinian guerrillas said two Israeli plan- 
es were shot down. Israel said all planes returned safely. 


Hunt missing Renoir painting 


Some 200 persons were detained in the Brooklyn Museum 


for about 00 minutes Thursday while police searched for a 
stolen Renoir painting. Museum Director Michael Botwinick 
said "Still Life With Blue and White Cup" by French Impres- 
sionist Pierre August Renoir was reported missing after 4 
p.m. One art specialist said such a Renoir would normally be 
valued at between $30,000 and $100,000.

was in higher charges for processed food 
and feeds, largely because of the sharp 
rise in the price of sugar. Total increases 
were less widespread than In previous 
months,.with Industrial commodities — 
which form a major part of the index — 
up 0.9 per cent, the smallest one-month 
gain since September, 1973. 


In other economic news Thursday: 
• The Organization for Economic Co- 


operation and Development reported con- 
sumer prices in the industrialized world 
were up an average 14.5 per cent in the 
year ending Oct. 31. Japan suffered the 
worst inflation rate at 26.2 per cent, 
largely because of oil supply problems, 
while the United States was expected to 
finish the year up about 11 per cent 


• The world's major oil exporting na- 


tions agreed in Vienna to adopt a simple 
now system for pricing crude oil — tying 
it to supply and demand and an index of 
Industrial commodities, such as grains 
and metals. Oil ministers were expected 
to act today on 197S oil prices, with in- 
dications of small increases or none. 


• The House Rules Committee voted 


94 to block House action on a bill which' 
would; end the oil depletion allowance 
and give a tax cut to 40 million low and 
middle-income Americans. The action 
touched off a bitter floor debate and 
charges that Democratic leaders — in- 
cluding Speaker Carl Albert from the oil 
state of Oklahoma - killed the bill. 
There is a chance the bill could be called 
to the House floor next week, but it 
would take a two-thirds vote.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A White 


House official said Thursday that Ed- 
ward Lovl, president of the University of 
Chicago, will bo nominated as attorney 
general to succeed William B. Saxbe, in 
lino to become ambassador to India. 


The official, who asked not to bo identi- 


fied, said President Ford had decided 
upon Levl, who served with tho Justice 
Department from 1940 to 1945 as first as- 


firm for the record that Levi will be the 
choice. There also was no official con- 
firmation that Saxbe intends to resign 
and accept tho ambassadorship, although 
reliable sources said the move definitely 
is being planned. 


Levl, 63, was reported visiting in New 


York City and could not be reached im- 
mediately for comment. ' 


Levi Is a highly regarded legal scholar. 


He formerly was dean of the University 
of Chicago Law School and has written 
several books. It.was known that he had 


planned to retire as president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1976. 


If appointed, Levi could run into con- 


servative opposition in the Senate, which 
would have to approve his nomination. 
He Is considered more liberal than 
Saxbe, the former Republican senator 
from Ohio.

doesn't stop with just the price roll- 
back. 


"I'm calling all of my purveyors 


and asking tht they start to do some- 
thing about this inflation thing by 
lowering their prices to me," he said. 


CANTRELL HOPES then will be 


• snowball effect and others might 
begin to lower their prices. 


He agreed that people usually just 


stand around and complain that 
prices arc too high and something 
has to be done. But usually nothing 
happens. 


Ho said three suppliers already 


have agreed to drop their prices and 
another is considering donating some 
Items for as long as Cantrell Is able 
to keep up his efforts. 


"I don't consider this a promotion, 


and we will keep It as long as pos- 
sible," Cantrell said. 


CANTRELL SAID the chain reac- 


tion could spread to some of his cus- 
tomers who might bo encouraged to 
drop their prices once they see some- 
one already has stuck his neck out. 


"This is just my small way of 


doing something about the econo- 
my," he added. 


Cantrell said other businesses may 


be dealing with the troubled economy 
the wrong way. 


"The car dealers are advertising 


1074 models at 1974 prices, but they 
should be selling the '74s at 1973 
prices to stimulate trade," he said. 


EVEN THOUGH some of his prices 


are rising, Cantrell said he is doing 
everything possible to keep the 20 
per cent discount program going. 


"I'd like to sell coffee for a dime a 


cup, but people would drink more 
than one cup for a dime. We had our 
price at 30 cents a cup and right now 
it is down to 24 cents." 


Cantrell Indicated that if everyone 


were able to drop prices, people 
probably would be willing to spend a 
little more and the spending would 
stimulate the economy, 
creating 


more jobs. 


"I believe everyone could take part 


In something like .this and that it 
would benefit everyone," Cantrell 
said.

The board 
recently appointed Joseph Cronin, secre- 
tary of education for Massachusetts, to 
take office as state school superintendent 
Jan. 13. 


"School districts need help •— 'they 


need teacher aides, tutors, library help- 
ers, teachers for homebound students." 


The program' will bo coordinated' by 


the Illinois Retired'Teachers Assn. Re- 
tired teachers will be offered volunteer 
jobs in the state education office and 
eventually "jobs ranging from reading 
project proposals to serving, on school 
visitation teams," Bakalis said. Some 
jobs may pay nominal salaries. 


Also Thursday, Cronin attended his 


first official meeting of the board and 
sold he plans to spend January, Febru- 
ary and March visiting school districts 
and private schools throughout the state 
to "formally engage in fact-finding" on 
the needs and problems of education in 
Illinois. 


At Cronln's request, the board hired 


Allan Cohen, Cronln's chief assistant in 
Massachusetts, to act as "transition offi- 
cer" until Jan. 13 and to act as Cronln's 
administrative assistant after that date. 


Cohen, a graduate of Harvard Univer- 


sity, has served In the Massachusetts 
education office since 1971. He will be 
paid $36,000 per year In his Illinois job.

cago and Beverly Hills, Calif. Hefner 
himself has not been subpoenaed In the 
federal Investigation. His county appear- 
ance concerns the death of (ho 23-year- 
old Miss Pollack who worked for 18 
months as a bunny at the Chicago Play- 
boy Club. A doctor, who reportedly con- 
ducted physical examinations of Playboy 
Enterprises employes, listed the cause of 
her death as "acute cardiac dila- 
tion . . . associated in the use of moth- 
aqualono," a depressant drug. 


County jndfic reprimanded

day reprimanded a Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge for promising two defend- 
ants their freedom if they would drop a 
police brutality complaint. 


The commission criticized Judge

rels stored on property Edison had pur- 
chased, has been shipped to Kansas City 
for destruction at a cost of $200,000 Edi- 
son officials said.

The poison was discovered several 


months ago Ion upon the death of a cow 
and two calves. 


Health officials have warned the esti- 


mated 200 residents of the area to take 
precautions, but haven't outlawed drink- 
ing the water except for Infants 'and 
pregnant women. 


The property is slated for construction 


of a nuclear plant In 1980. Edison offi- 
cials declined to say If company in- 
vestigators had determined the original 
owner of the cyanide. Presumably this 
information could become a critical fac- 
tor in any lawsuits arising from the con- 
tamination. 
Edison request denied 


An Atomic Energy Commission com- 


mittee denied a request from Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. Thursday to oper- 
ate the Zlon nuclear plant at full power. 


The Committee on Reactor Safeguards 


recommended that the plant continue op- 


erating at 85 per cent power until after 
Edison refuels the first reactor in one 
year. . 


The committee in denying the request 


said a number of incidents having signifi- 
cance to the reliability of engineered safe- 
ty features have occurred at the Zion 
plant. The committee said despite recent 
changes in organization and adminis- 
tration at the plant, the operations were 
not yet smooth enough at 85 per cent 
power to go to full power. 


The Federal Energy Office in Washing- 


ton sought approval for increasing the 
plant output. 


Illinois coal 'adaptable1 


Illinois coal is "adaptable to the coal 


gasification process," the president of the 
Illinois Coal Operators Assn. said this 
week. 


Otis Gibson said in Springfield that 


tests in Scotland show Illinois high-sul- 
phur coal has properties which strength- 
en the chances of the state someday be- 
coming a multl-billlon-dollar coal-gasifi- 
cation complex. 


Gibson's association shipped 10,000 tons 


of coal from southwestern Illinois to 
Wcstfleld, Scotland, for the tests more 
than a year ago, but results of the tests 
were received only recently. 


Gibson said additional sources of oil, 


gas and nuclear energy will be needed 
however, before coal gasification plants 
can become a reality in the state, Gibson 
said.

Help for spastic colon 


Could you give me eome Information oa tptitlc colon? I'm 


31 yttrt old ind have thli problem. Eidtement Merai to 
cauie uncontrolled bowel movementi, more than what I eat, 
although certain foodi or coffee will do the tame thing. 


I have had this problem for six years. I quit drinking alco- 


hol four yeara ago. My brother and ilrtw alio have tblt 
problem. 


I had aa X ray of my colon and the ipeclalltt told me there 


waa nothing wrong, except a couple of tptta on the IntoiUnil 
wall. At tltnei, the bowel movement may be firm, but It 
Menu within a few mlnutei. It'i right back to the bathroom. 


Sputic colon means that the muscles In the wall of the 


colon overcontract, or actually cramp. This makes it possible 
to have the food residue delayed In passage. During this de- 
lay, too much water is squeezed out and absorbed, causing 
small, hard, bowel movements. 


The same rapid, excessive muscle contractions can cause 


diarrhea. It Is not unusual to have both constipation and 
diarrhea with spastic colon. 


You will need to set up a program of proper eating and 


actually train your bowel to help you avoid this problem. 
That covers a lot of territory. 


It's true that excitement and psychological factors can in- 


fluence how your colon reacts. That is why come doctors 
prescribe tranqulllzcrs as part of the treatment program. 


COFFEE IS something that anyone with digestive or bowel 


problems should avoid. The caffeine increases nervousness 
and has the opposite actions of tranqtrillzers. 


People with severe problems should even avoid the decaf- 


feinated products. The flavor oils in coffee that give coffee Its 
taste are irritating to a sensitive intestine. 


These same comments go for tea, colas, and chocolate 


drinks. One reader wrote In frantically to tell me I must be 
wrong about cocoa. I wasn't The bean that cocoa comes 
from, like the coffee bean, does contain caffeine. 


Some people who think they have spastic colon really have 


other problems, Including intolerance to milk and milk prod- 
ucts. I think it to always worth a try to see if avoiding milk 
will relieve digestive complaints. Those people who can't 
break down milk sugar (lactose) often have gas problems and 
symptoms of spastic or irritable colon. 


The amount of fluid you drink and the development of a 


bowel habit, without dependence upon chemical laxatives, is 
important In the management of such problems.

RTA leadership pick 
blocked by Democrats 


You don't have to bo a genius to 


realize that the current deadlock of 
the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority is as predictable as cold 
weather in January. 


Despite reports to tho contrary, 


the current stand-off over the se- 
lection of on RTA chairman isn't 
entirely the fault of tho four subur- 
ban commissioners; rather, blnmo 
must rest firmly on the shoulders 
of the four Chicago members of the 
RTA board as representatives of 
the politically greedy Chicago po- 
litical machine. 


For seven months, the eight 


board member have argued aim- 
lessly whether Milton Plkarsky, the 
current CTA boss and choice of the 
four Chlcagoans, should head the 
RTA. 


As tho debate has droned on, vi- 


tal transportation decisions have 
been deferred, budgeting for 1975 
perhaps will have to bo delayed 
and tho Chicago Democrats have 
refused to approve even temporary 
staff members. There's not even 
an RTA meeting scheduled for the 


near future, though each of the 
eight appointed .members is receiv- 
ing up to $25,000 a year for his la- 
bors. 


As The Herald stated earlier, this 


deadlock wns predictable, for at 
stake is the control of the massive 
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transportation system serving seven 
million people. 


Who' else but Mayor Daley of 


Chicago would like to extend his 
political control, via a patronage 
army of transportation employes, 
into the outlying suburbs? 


To date, the four suburban com- 


missioners have remained loyal to 
the needs of the suburbs by block- 
ing the Pikarsky appointment, 
even though the pressure from Da- 
ley's office on suburban mayors 
has increased in recent weeks.. 


As the stalling and maneuvering 


for political control continues, so 
grows the threat to existing1 trans- 
portation systems, both in Chicago 
and the suburbs.'The RTA obvious- 
ly must pay considerable attention 
to the plight of the Chicago Transit 
Authority, but falling bus lines and 
fading commuter railroads also 
are desperately in need of the kind 
of planning and federal money that 
only competent transportation 
leadership can provide. 


Gov. -Daniel Walker should take 


the lead in ending this wasteful 
deadlock, by encouraging'legisla- 
tion that will, allow him to appoint 
an RTA chairman.. After all, the 
RTA is the creature-of .the legisla- 
ture,- and apparently only through' 
its leadership can we obtain a func- 
tioning board which will begin the 
long-delayed task of straightening 
out the future of mass trans- 
portation in the six-county area. 


Obviously the present RTA board 


— and the Democratic machine 
which jeopardizes its future — are 
incapable of working out a com- 
promise on RTA leadership. For 
the sake of the public, the legisla- 
ture should act.

Ho Is far from 07-pound weakling 


status, but his Superman Imago has 
faded at homo and abroad. 


In Congress, such critics as Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson, D-Wnsh., nay-say 
such Kissinger doings as East-West 
d o t e n t o and Washington-Moscow 
deals to limit nuclear weapons. 


In tho Washington press corps, de- 


bate over Kissinger tends to run to 
whether ho will bo out of office next 
year or when. 


But tho discontent Is nothing unless 


ono of two men act. President Ford 
and Kissinger himself are tho only 
critics the secretary of state need 
have pause over. Only Ford or tho 
man himself it powerful enough now 
to end tho career of tho spectacular 
secretary. • 


Is Ford likely to dump Kissinger? 
It is token for granted tho Presi- 


dent Is tinkering with Cabinet car- 
pentry and that at least half a dozen 
of those Cabinet Room leather chairs 
bearing tho dates of entry of each 
member will bo switched before tho 
cherry blossoms bloom again around 
Uic Tidal Basin. 


But tho chair bearing tho small 


brass plaquo "Secretary of State, 
Sept. 21, 1073" scorns certain to bo 
around as long as tho ono saying 
"Tho President, Aug. 9,1074." 


Ford has pledged publicly his alle- 


giance to tho genius and tho need of 
Kissinger. Tho pluses claimed by 
Ford's four-month-old administration 
— for example, tho Vladivostok nu- 
clear limitation pact with tho Rus- 
sians — largely stem from tho secre- 
tary of itato. 


Kissinger Is not one to suffer fools, 


oven In higher office. During tho lat- 
ter months of former President Nix- 
on's administration, Kissinger did 
not shrink from intimating — 


through facial gestures if not words 
- his .belief in tho dispensability of 
that president. 


But oven in the tightness of his 


suite aboard his 18-year-old jet, Kis- 
singer mokes It clear with words his 
belief that Ford Is a president well 
worth serving. 


Kissinger's outburst In Salzburg,. 


Austria, In June, when he threatened, 
to resign If he had to put up with 
defending himself against allegations 
of Watergate-era misdoings, reflect- 
ed: 


• His sincere belief that a secre- 


tory of state who deals In such face- 
to-face globe-trotting diplomacy as 
ho docs has to possess a maiden's 
moral innocence to carry conviction 
In dealing with world leaders.

John Anderson, R-Rockford, and Donald 
Rumsfeld, Assistant to the President, 
were unwilling to run against Stevenson. 
Even former U.S. Atty. Gen. Elliot Rich- 
ardson, a resident of Massachusetts, was 
rumored as a possible candidate. 


With the same brilliance that pulled 


George Burditt into the U.S. Senate race, 
Republican leaders are searching for a 
Daley dumper in 1975. 


For the same reasons that viable can- 


didates declined the Stevenson race, 
GOP stars are saving "no" to the Chi- 
cago mayoral election. 


Nothing will stop the mayor from win- 


ning a sixth term. Even indictment or 
death, given the strength of Daley's ma- 
chine in Chicago, may be a less than for- 
midable wall to Daley's re-election.

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1975 graduates to face stiff competition for openings 
College diploma no longer a ticket to a job

Time WM, when a college diploma 


meant a good Job and big money — ono 
rung up on the career ladder. 


The economy Is a great loveler, as in- 


dicated In the annual Northwestern Uni- 
versity report released Thursday on Job 
prospect* (or now college grnduto. An 
uncertain outlook tor grads bent on land- 
Ing their first Job Is reported by Frank 
Endlcott, retired director of placement 
and professor emeritus at the university. 
Mixed readings are echoed by placement 
counselors In the Northwest suburbs. 


Uncertain Job prospects for 1075 col- 


• lego graduates indicated by many com- 


panies mirrors economic concern, End- 
Icott said. An Improved business outlook 


, for 1073 is reported by 28 per cent of the 


160 firms, Included in the survey. Thirty 
per cent of the companies said 1975 will 
not bo as good as 1074 for business, while 
42 per cent said the year will be approxi- 
mately Iho same as 1074. 


WHAT THIS MEANS to the college 


graduate with a bachelor's degree Is "an 
over-all I per cent Increase In hiring 


.' planned for 1075. A 4 per cent decline In 


hiring of master's level graduates is an- 
ticipated by the firms surveyed. Engi- 
neering graduates can expect a better 
break in the competition for available 
Jobs, with a 3 per cent boost In expected 
Job openings for those with a bachelor's 
degree. 
, 
An 11 per cent drop in hiring of engi- 


neering graduates with master's degrees 
to expected for 1073. A .5 per cent de- 
crease in opening* for non-engineering 
graduates with a bachelor's dcgrco and a 
2 per cent drop In recruiting for those 
with a master's dcgrco Is predicted. 


Several area placement offices con- 


tacted by The Herald seconded the mixed 
outlook for new college graduates seek- 
ing a Job. Bennett Cooper, president of 
Bennett W. Cooper Personnel in DCS 
Plnlncs, said the demand for engineers 
and accounting graduates is steady in 
the suburbs. 


"I personally think college graduates 


with a liberal arts degree, or degrees in 
teaching and even business are going to 
find it more difficult to get s Job," ho 


added. "Those with degrees In nonspeclf- 
ics, Ilko history and psychology ore find- 
Ing it difficult because of business cut- 
backs." 


Cooper said a number of recent college 


gradutcs set unreallstlcally high salary 
expectations. "They don't realize what's 
going on out there," ho sold. "It's really 
a buyer's market today." Cooper Is opti- 
mistic about 1075 Job market prospects 
for applicants who will "look a little 
harder." 


LINDA AVEILY. assistant manager of 


Harris Services, Inc., employment agen- 
cy In Arlington Heights, said, "Any skill 
will get you what you're looking for." A 
general decline in Job openings marks 
the outlook for college graduates, she 
said, "but particularly In engineering 
and accounting there will not be any de- 
crease in openings In the suburbs and In 
our national accounts." 


Employers place a lower premium on 


college diplomas than in the past, Mrs. 
Avcry said. Specific training in elec- 
tronics, machine shop, drafting and other 
skills Is increasingly sought by industry. 
When the economy takes an upturn, the 
outlook should Improve for college grad- 
uates, she sold. 


A spokesman for the placement and fi- 


nancial aid office at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, said an Increase in openings for 
paralegal workers Is the exception to a 


general decline in available Jobs. The of- 
fice Job bulletin has shrunk from 10 
pages down to four In the past year, she 
said. 


"It's very mixed right now," sold 


Marilyn Mason, manager of the Mount 
Prospect office of Murphy Employment 
Service Inc. "Some companies say call 
after the first of the year — things are 
looking up. Others soy, call after the 
first of the year — they have no Idea 
what's going on." A seasonal slump in 
job openings generally occurs at the end 
of the year followed by an upturn in 
January, she said. The job market for 
college graduates is depressed, particu- 
larly for those with a master's degree. 
The number of applicants for Jobs has 
increased, so "employers can be very 
choosy at this point," Mrs. Mason said: 


OTHER MIXED readings reported by 


Endlcott based on his survey include: 


• Stepped-up recruiting efforts at col- 


leges and universities Is planned by 29 
per cent of the firms surveyed, while 31 
per cent plan fewer visits. The remaining 
40 per cent plan the same level of re- 
cruiting effort In 1975 as in 1974. 


• Approximately 50 per cent of the 


firms surveyed anticipate an increase in 
the number of men graduates with bach- 
elor's degrees to be hired in 1975. The 
total number to be hired is nearly the 
same as in 1974, however. 


• Demand for women college gradu- 


ates is leveling off, with a 7 per cent 
Increase in hiring expected for 1975. 
The figure represents a smaller Increase 
than the previous reports. Employment 
of women graduates by the reporting 
companies for 1975 will equal 19 per cent 
of the men graduates to be hired, with 
figures of 2,139 and 11,186, respectively. 


• Starting salaries are up approxi- 


mately 5 per cent across the board for 
1975 graduates, Endicott reported. Male 
engineers with a bachelor's degree will 
be offered an average starting salary of 
$1,062 a month, a 7 per cent increase 
from 1974 levels. Companies may prefer 
graduates with a bachelor's degree at a 
lower starting salary averaging $1,062 a 
month compared with $1,223 a month for 
those \\lth a master's degree. 


"It Is clearly not a negative, one-sided 


report on the opportunities for college 
graduates," Endicott said of his report. 
Following the survey in November, he 
supplemented findings with a poll among 
11 firms Wednesday. The second poll in- 
dicates similar results. Endlcott said the 
outlook for college graduates was worse 
in 1970 and 1971, with greater cutbacks in 
job openings.

RACINE, WIS. (UPI) - Last Jan. 14 


Wayne Solbcrg and his wife Any made a 
pact. 


Fed up with the pressures of neighbor- 


hood squabbles and the outside world, 
they decided to shut themselves off with 
their four daughters In a five-room bun- 
galow homo. 


Mrs. Solbcrg. 34, told school authorities 


the family was moving to California and 
the girls — Ages 8,12,13 and 14 — would 
not bo coming In any OHM, 


Then Solbcrg and his family began near- 
ly a year of Isolation In the basement of 
the suburban Mount Pleasant home. 


T1IIS WEEK MRS. Solberg, describing 


herself as disenchanted with the pact she 
made with her husband, fled'the home 
and ran to the house of a neighbor. 


"She was saying terrible things. It. 


would be terrible if they were true," the 
neighbor said. "If they were not, it is 
just as terrible that she is saying them." 


The neighbor said Mrs. Solberg, who is 


seven months pregnant, seemed panicky, 
wanted to use the telephone and then did 
not know whom she wanted to call. The 
neighbor called pollne. 


They pieced together this story from 


talking to Solberg, his wife, the daugh- 


ters and neighbors: 


BEFORE JANUARY the Solbergs of- 


ten squabbled with their neighbors. One 
said that Mrs. Solberg and another wom- 
an got into a hair pulling brawl in the 
street Neighbor children said they were 
forbidden by their parents to go the Sol- , 
berg home. 


Then the Solbergs shut themselves off 


in the.basoment of the home, which was 
owned by Solberg's mother,.Mrs. Olga 
Jensen, 65. 


Neighbors saw sacks of cement being 


delivered to the house at night. One said 
she thought the cement was being used 


to bury members of the family. 


"You have no idea what we have gone 


through living here," she said. "I 
thought I was going to have a heart at- 
tack when I saw them walk out of that 
house alive." 
.Window shades in the home were 
drawn 24 hours a day. Basement win- 
dows were blocked with boards. Candles 
were used for illumination. 


FOOD AND SUPPLIES were pur- 


chased by Mrs. Jensen with money from 
a small inheritance and income made by 
the daughters by sale, through magazine 
ads, of homemade trinkets. 


The family went out of the house only 


at night, except for two weeks when it 
was feared authorities were going to 
check up on the house. During that time, 
they lived In a nearby motel. 


Mrs. Solberg told the authorities she 


grew tired of the arrangement a few 
weeks ago. She said her husband had 
been holding her against her will. He and 
the children said that was not so. Solberg 


. was jailed on charges of contributing to 


the delinquency of minors and refusing 
to send his children to school. Mrs. Sol- 
berg was released to a care center and 
the children were placed in foster homes.

Christmas customs 
from many lands 


The traditions of Christmas are 


among tho most colorful and endur- 
ing of those of any season of tho 
year, evolving over hundreds of 
years and throughout many countries 
and cultures. 


Tho earliest traditions are ob- 


scured in the mists of time. Tho ac- 
tual day of the birth of Jesus Christ 
Is uncertain, and even tho year re- 
mains doubtful. Wo cannot even 
trace when tho custom of celebrating 
Christmas first started, and It docs 
not seem to havo been general until 
lato In tho 4th century. 


In a new book, "Tho Christian Ca- 


lendar," written by L. W. Cowio and 
John Cummer (G. It C. Merrlam), 
tho authors note that the earliest 
mention of Christmas as being on 
Dec. 23 Is in a list of Roman bishops 
compiled in 334, which describes this 
date as "tho day Chrbt was born In 
Bethlehem of Judca." 


"THE STRONGEST reason for tho 


choice of this date in tho Western 
church was doubtless tho dcslro to 
persuade people to- replace pagan 
celebrations with' Christian obser- 
vances," tho authors state. "In 
Rome tho 25th of December was the 
feast of tho Birth of (ho Unconqucrcd 
Sun. Tho church replaced this with 
tho celebration of tho 'Sun of Right- 
eousness* and tho 'Light of tho 
World.1" 


Tho 
festivities 
accompanying 


Christmas probably originated with 
tho Roman festival of Saturnalia, 
Dec. 17-19, honoring Saturn, god of 
Iho seed corn. It was tho occasion 
for merriment, feasting and tho ex- 
change of presents. 


As Christianity spread to northern 


Europe it met with other obser- 
vances, such as tho yule feast of tho 
Norsemen, which lasted for 12 days. 
During this timo log fires were burnt 
to assist tho revival of tho sun. 
Shrines and other sacred places wero 
decorated with such greenery as hol- 
ly, Ivy and bay, and It was an occa- 
sion for feasting and drinking. 


ACCORDING TO "The Christian 


Calendar," mistletoe was first used 
by the Druids lo decorate their tem- 
ples some 2,000 years before tho 
birth of Christ. The Druids were a 
caste of. priests among tho Celts of 
ancient France, Britain and Ireland, 
and they thought of mistletoe as the 
fruit of the oak tree. It is actually a 
shrub that entwines itself around 
larger shrubs and trees. 


Martin Luther is sold to hove origi- 


nated the lighting of the Christmas 
tree with candles and Prince Albert, 
Queen Victoria's consort, popularized 


this in England as part of the Christ- 
mas celebrations. Gorman immi- 
grants brought tho custom to the 
United States. 
- 


Among other Christmas traditions, 


the singing of Christmas carols from 
house to house dates back to the 
Middle Ages. Among old Christmas 
carols arc "I Saw Three Ships Come 
Sailing By" and "Tho HoUy and the 
Ivy." Perhaps tho most popular ca- 
rol ever written, "Silent Night, Holy 
Night," was composed by Franz Gru- 
ber and Joseph Mohr in Germany in 
1818. 


ALMOST EVERY country with a 


Christmas tradition has had some 
kind of beloved figure to mark the 
season. In England it's Father 
Christmas and In this country, of 
course, Santa Clous. Santa Clous 
evolved from tho tradition of St. 
Nicholas brought to this country by 
tho Dutch colonists. "The Christian 
Calendar" points out that there was 
a real Nicholas who was Bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor in tho 4th centu- 
ry and who became tho patron saint 
of children. 


The Christmas card, another tradi- 


tion, began with the introduction of 
penny postage in England in 1840. 
For the first timo Christmas greet- 
ings could be sent cheaply to distant 
friends and relatives. The first 
Christmas card is said to have been 
sent in 1843, and they rapidly became 
popular throughout the world. 


There was a time when attempts 


wero made to do away with Christ- 
mas traditions. During tho 16th cen- 
tury tho Protestant dislike of keeping 
feast days extended oven to Christ- 
mas. Tho Puritans in England ob- 
jected to tho "drinking, roaring, 
hoalihlng, dicing and carding" which 
accompanied the Christmas celebra- 
tions. Under their influence, Parlia- 
ment in 1644 ordered Dec. 25 kept 
purely as a fast day and even or- 
dered troops to check houses to make 
sure no Christmas dinners were 
being cooked. 


THE REVIVAL of the celebration 


of Christmas and Its development 
into a family festival owo much to 
the pen of Charles Dickens. For 
Dickens tho joy of Christmas was 
connected with tho memory of child- 
hood. 


"It is good to be children some- 


times and never better than at 
Christmas when tho mighty founder 
of Christianity was a child himself," 
he wrote. Ho felt that Christmas in 
the homo and among tho family was 
tho supreme example of human good 
will

Using pastel tempera paints and happy abandon, a 
child dribbles a color down the length of the paper, folds it In half 
lengthwise and blots. After that dries, he dribbles on a second color, 
always working from lighter to darker tones, and drying after each 
application. The results are delightful. 


Another way for a child to make gift wrapping paper is to cut simple 


designs — a snowman, a star, a Christmas tree — from a plastic foam 
meat tray, press against an ink pad and print at random all over the 
paper. If he prefers his pictures in living color, bo can color the foam 
with water base paint instead of ink. 
. 


Kids at tho center learn to make their own greeting cards, too, using a 


plastic foam meat tray much the same as you would a linoleum block. 
Their original design is etched into (not through) the foam with that 
handy little gadget, a ballpoint pen. Ink is spread on the meat tray with 
an inked roller. How do you ink a roller? You roll it on an Ink-spread tile, 
that's how. 


THE CHILD CHOOSES his favorite color construction paper, presses it 


on the foam and presto! the design is transferred, the outlines are not. 


For a different effect, in place of ink, one can substitute powdered 


tempera paint mixed with enough liquid starch to give it a creamy 
consistency. 


If he is not greeting card inclined, the young artist may make prints of 


his plastic foam design, mat them or mount them on construction paper, 
even frame them. Signed and dated, these personalized creations will be 
treasured through the years. 


Countryside Art Center's young students revel in a world of papier 


mache, creating any number of unusual craft items, even bracelets and 
other jewelry. 


For a pleasing experience with this medium, Nancy McClure describes 


one procedure her mini-artists use to transform a small plain, in- 
expensive mirror into a glamorous holiday gift. 


First step is to outline the mirror on heavy brown cardboard; then add 


a border of whatever width desired to serve as a frame for the mirror. 
Cut along border outlines. Next, small strips of newspaper are laid on the 
cardboard, one by one, each covered with wheat paste or Elmer's glue 
before the next is applied. 


One side is completely covered, then covered again with a second layer 


of papier mache. For an interesting textured effect, children can let their 
imaginations run wild concocting designs on the surface with curlicues of 
string. 


WHEN ALL HAS dried, the kids color their creations with tempera 


paint. A final coat or spray of varnish or shellac imparts a gloss finish. 
The design can be antiqued by rubbing lightly with shoe polish and 
wiping gently. The color catches on the rough portions. 


Finally, the cardboard is glued to the back of the mirror, its border 


becoming a handsome frame. Voila! a bit of antique charm for bathroom 
or bedroom, or an attractive addition to any wall grouping. 


An interesting variation is to use a hand mirror with handle as the base 


and, with cardboard, papier mache and imagination, transform it into a 
stunning accessory for milady's dressing table. 


From Connie Pavich comes this idea of a nice little gift to take to 


Grandma. Get the largest red apple you can find, encircle it with a felt or 
paper belt about a half inch wide, add a silver foil buckle. This is Santa's 
body. 


Find a fairly soft spot in a large walnut and drive a toothpick into it 


Use the toothpick to attach it to the top of the applo for the head. Cotton 
balls add a beard to the walnut head, a tassel to a cone-shaped hat of red 
construction paper. Cardboard feet are attached to the bottom of the 
apple with pins. Mittens cut from white felt arc glued at each side of the 
belt to complete this whimsical apple-bellied elf. 


For craft-happy children, there is no limit lo the variety of media 


waiting to be explored, to the wealth of originality waiting to be released 
by a wave — or a working — of young hands. 


Who knows? From stimulating, satisfying craft adventures such as 


these, future artists may be molded.

handiwork just now. You can't attend a 
church bazaar (the laat one I visited was 


, advertised in the newspaper — not this 
' one — as a "bizarre") without seeing ev- 


erything from potholden to bedspreads 
made of patchwork and quilted. This old- 
'fashioned necmlty-turned-craft Is 
sweeping the country, taking the place of 


; macrame, paper tolle and that super- 
'long lived fad of dccoupago. 


For a time it scorned the password was 


"If It stands still, decoupage It!" Then 
came corn husk dolls, ecology boxes, 
memorabilia shadow boxes and all sorts 


; of little doodads made of a sort of basic 


flour and water dough, baked In the 
oven. What all these crafts have In com- 
mon Is the aura of old-time, an attempt 
to recapture a hit of a simple and gentler 


; -era. 
. At any rate, all these hobbles give the 
ladies something to work on during the 
months from one year's Holly Walk to 
tho next year's Candy Cane Caper, and 
take up much of the time that otherwise 
might be spent at bridge or golf. 


OP ALL THE do-it-yourself projects 


which have been popular, the quilting fad 
seems to be most practical. After one 
gets pretty good at mlterlng comers and 
stitching even straight rows on pothol- 
ders, she can advance to a full-aized quilt 
to use as A coverlet or bedspread. Mak- 
ing a quilt will Interest the whole family, 
for children like quilts. They like to see 
pieces and scraps of their own clothing 
niade into the design, and they like to 
use thrai for coven, since they are soft 
and non-Itchy. My kind* have always 
used our quilts until they became tat- 
tered shreds, both for warmth and secur- 
ity, while I appreciate their washing 
ease. 


The "Cathedral Window" quilt which 


has been made by dozens of local ladles 
took prizes at several state fairs this 
past summer. This Is an easy qulH to 
make, for It Is stitched and folded and 
quilted into squares, then a brightly col- 
ored piece Is applied to the top of the

simple to do. The instructions for this 
quilt have been made up into a detailed 
drawing and step-by-step "how to" by 
Irene Taylor, that good friend of antl- 
quers and quitters.

THE "CATHEDRAL WINDOW" will 


be taken on my trip to Scandinavia next 
year, for I have promised a cousin in 
Sweden that I will show the ladles in the 
retirement home at which she is em- 
ployed how to make the quilt, as they are 
always looking for something new in 
handiwork. 


Shown In the picture is the famous 


"Bible Quilt" which is on display at the 
Smithsonian Institution In Washington, 
D.C. It Is appllqued with pictures from 
favorite Bible stories and is a fine early 
example of primitive American needle- 
craft Quilts such as these are "uncon- 
scious art" at its best, indicative of an 
era when pastime was only legitimate If 
It served a useful function. 


Up here in the boonles, the ladies have 


organized an evening quilting "bee," 
study and workshop. They intend to work 
on a favorite old pattern, all contributing 
to the pledng, then stretching It on a 
frame and quilting, finally donating the 
finished product to some local charity. 
The nostalgia craze has finally returned 
to the country, and now I have to get 
back to my quince preserves.

YOU SEE WASHINGTON as a man 


who made mistakes, whose passions 
sometimes got the bettor of his self-con- 
trol, whose achievements in war and in 
peace were hard-won and not always 
successfully sustained. 


Washington was for 24 years (from his 


election as commander in chief to his 
death) the most conspicuous man In the 
United States. For 17 of those years, 
comprising the war, the Constitutional 
Convention and the Presidency, ho was 
from day to day actively engaged hi 
great events. Before all that, his rolo in 
tho French and Indian War made him 
Internationally known when he was hard- 
ly 20 years of age. 


Through all this, you see Washing- 


ton as a very warm human being, a man 
who deeply regretted tho fact ho never 
had any children of his own. Ho was a 
man who was very popular with women, 
and a man who had a deep love for his 
homo. You feel his yearning to return to 
Mount Vcmon to lead on ordinary life 
but understand his sense of obligation 
and devotion to the new country. 


THE AMEItlCAN nation was born in 


revolution and war, and never was a sto- 
ry of that period, or tho people Involved, 
more timely than It Is today on the eve 
of tho bicentennial of Independence. 


Our 200th birthday is a time to take 


stock of where wo have been and where 
wo are going.

At least a dozen books hnvo been writ- 


ten on the Ufo and work of Charlie Chap- 
lin. "Chaplin" by Roger Manvcll is sim- 
ply another one. 


Most people think of Chaplin as that 


funny "little fella" with tho baggy pants, 
size 13 shoes and short, fuzzy moustache. 
They think of him as a master of slap- 
stick, as a performer who with one 
twitch of (ho face could make an au- 
dience roar. They remember him In 
"The Great Dictator," where nothing 
about his speech lambasting the Nazis 
can be taken as funny. 


They know tittle, however, about 


Charlie tho man. Unfortunately, Man- 
veil's book won't help them find out. 


"Charlie Chaplin Is a Cinderella of the 


twentieth century" is tho way Manvcll 
opens his 223-page biography. He tells 
the story of how a boy born impover- 
ished In London in 1889 climbs the ladder 
to become one of tho most successful pio- 
neers of the silent cinema.-He finishes by 
comparing Chaplin to Charles Dickens. 


CHAPLIN'S LIFE Is as full of sorrow 


as It Is full of success. Ho found fame 
and money as he moved from one film 
company to another, trying to perfect his 
art But ho also found tragedy In tho fail- 
ures of three of his four marriages and 
In 1082 when an ungrateful United States 
refused to let hlm.como back Into the 
country after a trip abroad. 


Manvcli chronicles these Incidents In 


Chaplin's life, but he does so as U writing 
a history book. The anecdotes so appro- 
clntcd In a biogrpphy are missing. Tho

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From stock market to art market 
Duck stamp prints are collectibles 


by FHEDERICK M. WINSIIIP 


One of the most collectible Items on 


the art market Is the enlarged color print 
of the annual federal duck hunting 
fltamp, and the rarity of the 1975-70 print 
will bo the decision of one man. 


lie is Alfred F. King III, who hunts 


ducks along the Eastern seaboard when 
he Is not running Sportsmen's Edge, 
Ltd.. the only art gallery In the United 
States devoted solely to contemporary 
wildlife originals and sporting prints. 
King gave up a seat on the New York 
Stock Exchange after ho opened his gal- 
lery three years ago and has no regrets. 


"I kept the scat until last July just In 


cose I wanted to go back, but I didn't 
want to go — not the way the market Is 
now," the youthful dealer said as ho sort- 
ed prints In his East Sldo Manhattan 
showrooms. "The art market Is good. My 
sales are up and I'm doing well." 


KING IS THE exclusive representative 


of artist James P. Fisher of Oxford, Pa., 
who won the 40th annual contest for the 
$5 migratory wildfowl stamp design In 
November. The contest is considered the 
supcrbowl of art competitions, even 
though It carries no monetary prize, be- 
cause the champion stands to mnko a 
profit of about $100,000 from the sale of 
limited edition signed and numbered 
prints. 


"We frame the prints along with an 


actual duck stamp and sell to collectors 
for about $100 each," King said. "The 
print of the 1071 duck stamp already is 
worth $1,800 on the market, It would cost 
about $31,000 to buy the whole series of 
prints Issued since the government began 
in 1034 to bring out a different duck 
stamp each year. It's the only federal 
revenue stamp that changes annually." 


King will decide just how many copies 


of Fisher's picture of a canvas back 
duck decoy with three live ducks flying 
In the background will be printed. There 
must be more than enough to satisfy all 
collectors of duck prints, estimated at 
more than 600, but not so many that the 
rarity of the print would be diminished. 
Some collectors consider any edition of 
more than 600 prints as not limited.

King who urged him to enter the stamp 
competition even though a picture of a 
decoy had never before been selected. 
There were 268 entries and Fisher's dc- 
sign was the choice of all but one of five 
judges. The stamp produces more than 
$10 million In revenue annually. 


Sportsman's Edge displays a wide 


range of wildlife and sporting art In- 
cluding portrayals of African big game, 
race horses, deep sea fish, hunting dogs, 
wildfowl in habitat, sailing ships and 


scenes of fishing and hunting. Sculpture 
In bronze and wood depict wildlife and 
thoroughbreds. A new category is views 
of famous golf courses by specialist Ar- 
thur Weaver. 


"They're appealing to golfers and I've 


seen a whole wall of thorn in some coun- 
try club clubhouses," King said. "It's not 
the greatest art in the world, but it has 
its public. I may get into skiing and ten- 
nis art next."

Frank Loesser's dream comes true

In the world of make believe, In 


the theater, dreams do come true. 
Where else? 


And tho dream that Jo Sullivan 


Locssor Osborn shared with her first 
husband, tho late Frank Locsscr, 
songwriter extraordinaire, will be re- 
alized In London next Tuesday with 
the premiere of a stage musical ti- 
tled "Hans Christian Andersen." 


Moviegoers of tho 1050s will re- 


member a film of that title that star- 
red Danny Kayo and had an eight- 
song Locsscr score with such memo- 
rable numbers as "Anywhere I Wan- 
der," "Thumbelllna," and "Wonder- 
ful Copenhagen" to help tell tho story 
of the famous 10th Century Danish 
writer of fairytales. 


"Frank tried for years to get tho 


stage rights to his material from 
Samuel Goldwyn, who produced the 
motion picture," Mrs. Osborn said. 
"Ho wanted to uso tho songs in a 
stage musical about Andersen. Frank 
died In 1969 without getting these 
rights. 


"ABOUT A YEAR ago, Goldwyn, 


In one of tho last decisions before his 
death, gave us tho rights." 


"Us" Is Frank Music Corp., and 


Frank Music Is Jo Sullivan Locsscr 
Osborn, president, a genuine power 
in a major firm that embraces every 
type of music, Including tho perform- 
ance rights to some of tho most pres- 
tigious theater musicals and a wide 


variety of rock and other modern 
types. 


"Frank started the firm in 1949 prl 


marily for the purpose of developing 
now creative talents," Mrs. Osborn 
said, "and wo arc still following that 
policy." 


Goldwyn's release of the Locsscr 


songs for tho movie almost coincided 
with an Inquiry from London about 
the possibility of doing a stage musi- 
cal built around Locsscr's score. 


"Meanwhile, I had been digging 


Into Frank's voluminous flics and 
found three numbers ho had written 
for the movie that were not used," 
Mrs. Osborn said. "We also decided 
to include in tho stage score three of 
his songs from other sources that fit- 
ted tho mood of a stage musical 
about Andersen." 


WHATEVER ITS FATE, London's 


"Hans Christian Andersen" Is first 
class all tho way. The producer is 
Harold Fielding, Britain's premier 
producer of musicals. Tho star Is 
Tommy Stcclo as Andersen, probably 
the most popular variety musical 
singer In his field. Tho book is by 
Beverly Cross, who wrote Stcclc's 
tremendously successful show of a 
few years ago, "Half a Sixpence," 
which also was a Broadway hit. 


"Tho last I heard," Mrs. Osborn 


said, "was that the advance sale was 
well over tho 200,000-pound $480,000 
mark. We play London's famous Pal- 
ladium, a large variety house that 


has never before been used for musi- 
cal comedy. 


"THE STORY in the musical, by 


the way, Is not at all like that in the 
film. It covers a number of years in 
Andersen's life in which he attains 
fame and fortune, and an Influence 
in his success is the Swedish singing 
star, Jenny Llnd." 


Mrs. Osborn knows about singing 


stars. She was one. She camo out of 
Mound City, III., and had little 
trouble In making her way in tho 
New York musical world. 


She achieved her peak as the load- 


Ing lady of one of the great musicals, 
the almost operatic "The Most Hap- 
py Fella" by Locsscr in 1956. Three 
years later she married Loesser and 
retired from the stage to become the 
mother of Hannah and Emily, now ll~* 
and 9 years old, respectively. • 


Loesscr's untimely death turned 


her into a businesswoman, and in 
1973 she married Jack Osborn, head 
of an industrial design firm who likes 
the theater but has nothing whatever 
to do with Frank Music. 


Mrs. Osborn's life would seem to 


be serene at the moment, but she 
docs have a problem. She must be in 
London Dec. 17 for the "Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen" opening. She doesn't 
think she can be back here for tho 
Dec. 19 premiere of the revival of a 
great Locsscr hit, "Where's Char- 
Icy?" at the Circle In the Square Up- 
town. In any event, Frank Music will 
collect.

"Merry Christmas!" the most popular 


yule message for centuries, has quietly 
been given the ax by American business. 


On both Christmas cards and postage 


meter stamp Imprints business firms 
have abandoned "Merry Christmas" for 
the more generalized "Seasons Greet- 
ings." 


This information comes from Pitney 


Bowes Co., of Stamford, Conn., which 
dominates the postage meter business, 
and from Fifth Avenue Card Shops of 
New York, which sell bulk orders of 
Christmas cards to many business firms. 


However, "Merry Christmas" still re- 


tains its overwhelming popularity with 
the public, said a spokesman for Hall- 
mark, one of the largest producers of 
greeting cards. 


Pitney Bowes executives discovered, 


somewhat to their surprise, that only 2 
per cent of Its 600,000 firms who ordered 
holiday imprints for their postage mea- 
sures used "Merry Christmas" as the 
message to put on their holiday mail. 
More than 60 per cent used "Season's 
Greetings," said Pitney Bowes vice pres- 
ident Robert J. Pascal. 


"Happy Holidays" was the next most 


popular message, followed by "Holiday 
Greetings" or just plain "Greetings." 


The fact that "Season's Greetings" Is 


suitable for both Christmas and the Jew- 
ish Chanukah festival undoubtedly is one 
cause of the trend. A major manufac- 
turer said, "We use 'Season's Greetings' 
because it doesn't apply to any special 
religious festival or group."

Betty Friedan says women 
won't give up jobs to men 


Feminist Betty Friedan warned this 


week (hat working women wffl refuse to 
go along with any suggestion that they 
should give up their jobs to men during 
the recession. 


Mrs. Friedan, whose "Feminine Mys- 


tique" of 1963 is generally credited with 
triggering the uwuflrn women s move- 
ment and the battle against sex dis- 
crimination in jobs, predicted in a speech 
at the Washington, D.C., Journalism Cen- 
ter that in the present economic crisis 
some people will just "assume that wom- 
en and blacks would be the first to lose 
their jobs." 


"With unemployment growing, layoffs 


beginning, inflation, recession ... you 
could Say forget it," she said.'But, she 
asked "Can 35 million American women 
go back home again? No. They can't" 


She said .women will refuss to quit 


their jobs as they did in the Depression 
of the '30s because their Income now bai 
become essential to their families and 
she predicted this trend will continue. 


"THE SHARING OF the economic re- 


sponsibility ... of the borne is going to 
become more and more something that 
is adhered to by women and men both in 
time of economic double," she said. 
"Not only by the young who are" begin- 
ning their life that way but also by the 
middle-aged and the old." 


Mrs. Friedan added that the only place 


she had noticed any "backlash" to force 
women out of jobs was la (he academic 
community. "And as a matter of fact," 
she added, "the backlash that you might 
expect, it seems to me, Isn't going to 
happen ..."•' 
' - 


She said the change is the economic 


structure of the home and the office was 
part of "stage two" of the women's 


movement — "a restructuring of in- 
stitutions." 


Stage one, she said, was "a very 


profound revolution in sexual roles — not 
sex class warfare." 


She also predicted that the Communist 


countries of the world soon will be con- 
fronted by the women's movement and 
that the Roman Catholic church will bow 
to the "militancy" of nuns and former 
nuns to open the priesthood to women.

Proud brother talks about Hall-of-Famer ' 


NEW YORK — He is a stocky man, 


with broad straight-back shoulders and 
sharply chiseled features that suddenly 
turn soft when he laughs and immediate- 
ly reminds you of somebody you feel you 
know, or maybe knew once, but somehow 
can't place at the moment. 


Possibly that's because Philip Agganis 


bears so much of a resemblance to his 
late brother, Harry Agganis. 


The people in New England used to 


call Harry Agganis "The Golden Greek," 
first when he was operating as a 
T-formation quarterback for Boston Uni- 
versity and later on when he was belting 
home runs for the Boston Red Sox. 


Harry Agganis had everything going 


for him, good looks, fine physique and 
enormous popularity. He looked like an- 
other Jackie Jensen, another Sam Chap- 
man, one of those extraordinarily blessed 
athletes who star In college football, then 
Jump to professional, baseball and do 
equally well. 


The Red Sox gave the big left-handed 


hitting long-bailer out of Lynn, Mass., a 
$60,000 bonus and he was in the process 
of paying them back 10-fold when he de- 
veloped viral pneumonia and died from a 
massive pulmonary embolism in 1955 at 
25. 


On Tuesday evening, Harry Agganis 


was inducted into the National Football 
Hall of Fame posthumously and his 
brother, Philip, who works for General 
Electric, came down from his home in 
Hamilton, Mass., to stand in for and re- 
ceive the framed scroll that normally 
would have gone to his kid brother. 


Before the awards ceremony, silver- 


haired, 55-year-old Philip Agganis found 
himself in the same room with many oth- 
er football's Hall of Famers, the same 
room through which President Ford, a 
one-time University of Michigan center 
himself, would shortly enter. 


Philip Agganis didn't know any of the 


celebrities In the room. People kepi clus- 
tering all around the Bear Bryants, the 
Barney Pooles and the Elroy "Crazy 
Legs" Hlrsches, but they left Philip Ag- 
ganis pretty much alone. That didn't dis- 
tress him at all. Ills mind was mostly on 
his brother anyway. 


"I'm not a drinking man," he said, 


smiling, and holding a glass of vodka 
and lime juice in his hand, "but this is 
my second one. I'm not going to finish it, 
though, because I want to remember ev- 
erything about this evening, every single 
thing. 


"We were five brothers, and Harry and 


I were very close. He loved football and 
was drafted by Paul Brown of the Cleve- 
land Browns, but he felt he could last 
longer in baseball. I remember how 
Sammy Baugh used to be his favorite 
quarterback. But what I remember most 
about my brother is.the love he had for 
his mother and his family. 


"I was with him just before he died in 


the hospital. He thought he was making 
good progress. He grasped my hand and 
said to me, "I'm 
coming along 


fine...'" 


The words were coming somewhat 


harder for Philip Agganis now and his 
eyes began getting misty. He didn't seem 
to wish to talk much anymore. 


During the awards ceremony in the

Grand Ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria, 
the 10 new members were officially ush- 
ered into the Hall of Fame, Philip Ag- 
ganis drawing a warm hand when he 
stood up to receive a framed scroll fn 
behalf of his brother. 


He sat down again and listened to 


them induct the nine others, John Fer- 
raro, Crazy Legs Hlrsch, Botchy Koch, 
Mai Kutner, Jim Parker, Barney Poole, 
Marchy Schwartz, Billy Vessels and BUI 
Murray. 


He listened some more as George Con- 


nor, the former Holy Cross and Notre 
Dame tackle and linebacker, Introduced 
previous Hall of Famers in the audience 
. . . Bill Dudley . . . Cliff Battles . . -. 
Buddy Young... Marshall Goldberg... 
Leon Hart ... Brud Holland ... Whltey 
Wlstert . . . Doak Walker . . . Bobby 
Layne ... and Ken Strong.

Liberal leader elected 


All but the archconservatives among the nation's 48 million 


Catholics have cause to rejoice in the results of the November 
meeting of the U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops in Wash-' 
Ington, D.C. 


For as the new president of the Bishops' Conference and of 


the national headquarters (U.S. Catholic Conference), the 
Bishops, by overwhelming majority, elected Cincinnati's lib- 
eral Archbishop Joseph Bernardin. 


Election of this thoroughly congenial and considerably able 


young prelate — by almost twice the vote he got In the last 
election (when he lost to Philadelphia's strongly conservative 
John Cardinal Krol) — produced an immediate and elec- 
trifying effect. 


THE BISHOPS, at long last, voted to go on record against 


capital punishment, the debate on this controversial issue 
lingered on (somewhat painfully) for parts 'of three days, due 
primarily to what might be termed "Krol's last stand," a 
masterful display of parliamentary maneuvering. When at 
one point dozens of the Bishops called (shouted) for the ques- 
tion, the tall, smiling prelate at the podium, Instead of recog- 
nizing this undobatable motion, cooed into the microphone: 


"Did you have your hand up, Cardinal Carberry?" 
Krol's fellow conservative, the Archbishop of St. Louis, 


cited a number of horrible murders and a reported increase 
In bomldde since the nation's last execution in 1967. Bishop 
Christopher Weldon of Springfield, Mass., while announcing 
himself as being opposed to the death penalty, reminded the 
Bishops that the condemned prisoner: "has an advantage 
over other persons because he knows the time of his death." 


But Charleston, S.C.'a Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler, a former 


Virginia prison chaplain, described the experience of "having 
to watch men fried to death In the electric chair." 


SEATTLE'S ARCHBISHOP Thomas Connolly then an- 


nounced: "The Supreme Court haa spoken. That should be 
enough." 


Tills evoked gasps from the gallery, especially from the 


conservative Catholic press, which has been charging the 
High Court with sanctioning murder for nearly two years. 


The Bishops in addition, during the only executive session 


of their six day meeting, voted — with the rumored objection 
of 40 per cent of their number — to send a letter to Congress 
asking that Nelson Rockefeller be Interrogated "to ascertain 
that he will not use the office of the Vice President to pro- 
mote a personal viewpoint on permissive abortion." 


WHY "PERMISSIVE abortion" rather than simply "abor- 


tion"? 


"I asked that same question," replied Cardinal Krol, during 


a press briefing, "And we were told that Gov. Rockefeller 
had supported abortion even beyond that which is allowed 
under the Supreme Court's decision. As an official, he has to 
adhere to the law of the land, although we think that is a very 
bad law." 


This Important distinction between what Cardinal Krol de- 


fines as "permissive abortion" and "the law of the land" 
may explain why the Bishops have declined to endorse any of 
the anti-abortion Constitutional amendments proposed in Con- 
gress.

Although she describes herself as "a 


portly grandmother" and was accom- 
panied to the interview by her young 
granddaughrer Robin, Mrs. O'Hair, 55, 
has lost none of her love for a fight. 


When she returns to Austin, she risks a 


fine or jail term for contempt of court 
for refusing Jury duty. She said she ob- 
jected to the oaths trial witnesses must 
take, as well as the Texas State Con- 
stitution requirement that all court offi- 
cials affirm the existence of a supremo 
being. 


MRS. O'HAIR expects continuing 


church-state battles over school prayers, 
federal school aid, abortion and church 
tax exemptions. 


On school aid, "we've lost that battle," 


she said. "We had to stop It before Presi- 


dent John F. Kennedy and it is too late 
to stop it now." 


She conceded the Catholic Church "Is 


politically astute — we can learn from 
them" —but faces a severe test over 
abortion. She said It will be the hardest 
fought church-state issue during the next 
two years. 


"The Roman Catholic Church cannot 


control their women," she said. "They're 
going to continue to take the pill and 
have abortions. The church has to con- 
trol all women to control their own wom- 
en." 


MRS. O'HAIR said her difficulties are 


illustrated by the Supreme Court's latest 
ruling on pornography, which left the 
matter for local communities to decide. 
On that level, she said, churches have 
greater influence and control in setting 
standards. 


"Even though the churches have a 


declining influence, as the politicians get 
more and more desperate they arc call- 
ing more and more on the churches," 
she said. 


Nonetheless, Mrs. O'Hair has "un- 


bounded optimism in the human animal" 
and can foresee the day reason will reign 
and bigotry will vanish.

Ambush invents black's king 


Certain positions nro thrico blessed. 


They unexpectedly yield winning com- 
binations, the winning procedure Is ef- 
fected with an economy of means and 
several or all of (ho winning variations 
exhibit a remarkable beauty. 


Therefore, I was naturally pleased 


when I saw unfold the position in Dia- 
gram 1. 


Hero Is on apparently Innocent situ- 


ation In which white hu been able to 
suddenly create lethal threats against 
the enemy king. His last move, B-QN5. 
lays unbearable pressure on Iho black 
queen bishop. Black is now forced to ex- 
change bishops, allowing a venomous 
queen check that will-draw the black 
king onto the open board. 


Our second diagram shows the king al- 


ready exposed after only a few moves, 1 
... BxB: 2. QxB check. K-K2: 3. QxNP 
check. K-B3; and 4. N-N5 check. 


Though at first glanco the observer 


may hardly bo aware of how complete a 
catastrophe awaits our lonely monarch, 
white's last move, the knight check of 
the black king, was the surprising up- 
swing of an Irresistible fatal blow. In what 
follows, the while knight and queen work 
as one piece with rare harmony (In all 
variations!). 


I came upon this position In an offhand 


game, and was utterly pleased to see the 
white pieces elegantly thwart every 
black recourse. 


If you are curious, examples in point 


arc the following:

K-ftl; 2. P-R4 check, KxN; 3. 


Q-B-1 mate.

First the queen and knight combine on 


the queen wing to deftly force the king 
onto the open king flank, and then they 
appear again, In Batman-Robin fashion 
lo handcuff their fugitive on the king- 
side. 


IP YOU FIND instructive this classic 


Interplay of kingdom and horse, you may 
also enjoy the following recent effort of 
the English player Hartston against the 
Finnish Westcrinen, shown in Diagram 3. 


Here It Is the other minor piece (the 


bishop) who plays consort with the most 
powerful white piece. 


You may enjoy playing through the 


moves that lead to the final and pitiful 
mating position given In our lost dia- 
gram. 


These moves arc: 1. Q-N3 check, KxP; 


2. B-Q4 check, K-N3; 3. QxB, P-B4 (to 
develop the knight without losing it); 4. 
QxBP, N-B3; S. Q-QO check,' K-R4; 6. 
B-N7, BxQP; 7. P-KR3! '(drawing the 
net), B-N3; and 8. Q-B4, followed by 
black's resignation. 


The white pieces seem to thread a 


gnat's eye as they first control and then 
penetrate the black bleld.

Win at bridge

Percentage play more apt to win 


South was bitter. He sputtered, "Grand 


slam bids are for Idiots." 


"I gueas you're right," replied North 


philosophically. "I was an idiot to put an 
Idiot In a grand slam." 


Wo think the use of the word Idiot was 


a trifle strong, but wo do feel that North 
had justification for being annoyed. To 
start with South had a minimum opening 
bid with a broken six-card suit, yet ho 
hod nude a jump, rcbld. North was en- 
titled to play him for at least seven 
hearts. 


Howver, the slam was a cinch the way 


the cards lay. If south had bothered 
to count to 13, he would have seen that 
he needed five spade tricks to make his 
grand slam. The best way to score those 
five spade tricks would have been to lead 
the 10 and take a first-round finesse. This 
would win for him if West held four 
spades or less including the.quccn, or 42 
per cent of the time. 


The play adopted by South was to cash 


the ace-king of spades right away. This 
would have worked if the queen hod 
dropped but that was just under a 20 per 
cent play and any banker will tell you 
that 43 per cent is better than 20 per 
cent.

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Poker night out 


All the characters are there ^-even 'Mister Lucky9 


Deep in thought-. 'I must have that pot.1

"Dimes!" ho Implores. "We need two 


more dimes. Who hasn't anted? Who's 
shy?" 


Clink. Clink. Two white chips are 


tossed to the center of the rectangular 
table and roll onto the new pile of red, 
blue and yellow chips, forming a colorful 
and enticing pot. 


"Ok. Deal!" 
The Tuesday night card game Is In full 


swing and this Is the hand, finally, after 
an hour, that actually can be likened to 
poker. Five card stud, you're-ln-or- 
you'rc-out, 
you-win-or-you-loso 
poker. 


Short and sweet but to some in this game, 
pretty boring. 


Six.players are sitting in the basement 


of a Tahoe Village townhomc in Wheeling 
playing "garbage" games, variations on 
a theme, with spit cards, gimmick bet- 
11 n g and spur-of-the-moment rule 
changes to make the evening a little 
more exciting. 


THEY ARE munching on popcorn, sip- 


ping Cokes, smoking up a storm and ex- 
changing small talk,and harmless, off-' 
color commentaries about life and them- 
selves. The wives are at home, with the 
kids while their husbands enjoy the cam- 
araderie that seems to break up the 
week just nicely. 


The stakes are relatively small, but 


most probably typical for a oncc-a-week, 
friendly, carefree poker night out. The 
dealer antes 50 cents and betting is in 
multiples of dimes and quarters. Tho 
most anyone con throw on the table after 
three raises is $1. The top winner can 
take home about $20, the big loser drops 
about the same. 


The game Is a fun thing for this group. 


Made up of white collar types, mainly 
salesmen, they can afford to drop a few 
bucks without dipping Into the family 
savings. They're each in their lago 20s or 
early 30s and have one thing in common: 
they arc enjoying themselves immensely. 
Losing Is secondary as long as its within 
a certain limit. 


The deck Is slightly curled, tho ash- 


trays full, the smoke heavy, tho eyes wa- 
tering, tho ice cubes melting and the 
chips flying where they may. After an 
hour, the players have sized up one an- 
other and get a pretty good idea of who 
means what he says when he raises and 
who doesn't. In fact, if you've played 
cards for a while, you might say to your- 
self, "Haven't I seen these guys some-, 
where before?" Looking around the table 
there's: 


• "Dimes." Referred to earlier, he 


can't stand it when a game doesn't start 
as soon as the last one is finished, even 


Dimes is impatient. "Your 


deal. Wluit's the game. It's 


to you. Throw in a quarter.*' 


pBEqqajpaqijjrefflJiiraftBa 


The Guest sits there with a 


3'5'7-9-J and cries to him- 


self. Why is he still betting? 


What cards! 'Bet the limit, dummy.1 


though they're only using one deck. He 
watches everyone's bet, making sure 
each player throws in enough money. He 
also points out whose deal it is and 
whose turn to bet if the game is lagging. 
He repeats himself all night, "Your deal. 
What's the game? It's to you. Throw In a 
quarter." He loses big, despite the hurry- 
up table talk. 


• "Lucky." He plays his cards well, 


dropping out when the going gets tough, 
but usually winning his share of the pots 
and finishes the night a big winner. He 
says very little, has a good sense of hu- 
mor when he docs speak and is a likable 
guy. Invariably, four hours after 'the 
game begins and two hands from break- 
ing up, ho wins a $20 pot nil by himself.' 
The other players should be mildly hap- 
py for him but they just can't stand him 
raking in the chips without at least split- 
ting it. 


• "Joker." The most unlucky of the 


lot, he also has the worst sense of humor 
but is always getting In an apparent 
punch line. Doing poorly, he shrinks into 
his chair as if he can't stand the game, 
which after all, he can't anymore. Once 
In a while he flings a chip across the 
table in disgust. He feeds the pot all 
night and comes up a loser, the biggest 
of the night. Then he goes home, bleary- 
eyed. 


• "Steady Eddie." Here's a guy who 


means what he says, for sure. No bluff- 
ing. When he tosses those chips with au- 
thority it is certain he has a good hand. 
He also likes to play tricky games, 
where no cards are showing. He's at his 


best when everybody bets without know- 
ing anything about anybody else's hand. 
Not conservative, by any means, he wins 
a few dollars. 


• "The Host." The game's at his house 


and everything must be just right. His 
wife helps prepare the accounterments so 
he can concentrate on the game. He's in 
charge of the chips and keeping every- 
body happy. He likes, to play con- 
servative games and, in fact, deals the 
same game everytime it's his turn . . . 
criss cross, a game where each player 
gets five cards down, then five cards are 
turned up one at a time with betting on 
each card. No one's sure • how he does, 
because he cashes In everyone's chips, 
including his own. But he's probably won 
a few dollars. 


• "The Guest." Typically unsure of 


new games and rules, he likes to stay in 
most hands because he thinks he'll look 
foolish if he doesn't. In this,way he "do- 
. nates" money to the pot and comes up a 
$10 loser. When it's his deal be chooses a 
game he thinks he knows well enough to 
fool the others into losing. The kind of 
guy who sits there with a 3-5-7-9-J and 
cries to himself. But, then, why is he still 
betting with a mess like that? 


An added attraction, or distraction, de- 


pending on who's whining or losing, is 
the arrival of a guy dubbed The Mayor 
of Tahoe. A jovial, good-natured, sort, he 
knows everybody's business ... whether 
they want him to or not He doesn't play 
a single hand, preferring to chatter in- 
cessantly about this and that His kibbitz-. 
. ing with the players bothers Dimes, who 
wants to keep the game going at a 
steady pace. 


There isn't any one game that is more 


popular than another. Most of the games 
are variations of high-low, in which two 
players — one with the high hand, the 
other with the low — split the pot On 
rare occasions one player holds both the 
high and low hand, thus getting a hand- 
some reward for his good fortune. 


AFTER AWHILE, two more players 


arrive, including Steady Eddie's brother, 
bringing with them fresh money and oth- 
er interesting games. The pots become 
bigger and the playing more serious. 
Players with good hands or the potential 
for excellence bet with more vigor and 
abandon. Players having poor hands 
reluctantly fold because the pot is so full. 


The games become a blur as the play- 


ers attempt to get In as many hands as 
possible before the agreed upon 11:30 
quitting time. While the two winners di- 
vide a pot, the next dealer shuffles' the 
cards and distributes them. But, a few 
games stand out 


One is when Dimes, as usual hurrying 


up the game, is so anxious to get every- 
body to complete their betting that he 
mistakes what he is holding. He and 
Lucky declare high. Dimes says he has a 
full house, Lucky a flush. 


"Sixes full!" stammers Dimes half lift- 


Ing himself off his chair while reaching 
for the chips. 
' 
" . 


"Where?" challenges Lucky. 


Lucky has an Ace-high full 


house. And the Ace of Spades 


in the hole. And all the chips 


on the table. Lucky's lucky. 


"Sixes full!" says Dimes, snUvating. 
"How?" says Lucky, sweating. 
"Here." Dimes shows his hand. He 


only has two sixes, not three, and another 
pair. Two pair loses to a flush. Dimes 
sinks into his chair, embarrassed. Lucky 
gathers up the chips to split with the low 
man. 


ANOTHER IS Lucky's big jackpot. It's 


a seven-card game with a split in the 
middle. High hand wins IF one of the 
concealed cards is the highest spade of 
all among his face-down cards. The deal- 
er declares that the game will continue 
for three hands to find the one winner, 
then a fourth hand will be split if no one 
has the winning combination. Three 
hands go by without a winner. A full 
house goes unvlctorious because someone 
else has the high spade in the hole. 


The fourth hand is tension-filled. It will 


make an evening worthwhile to win it 
The pot is overflowing because it is 
brimming with three hands worth of 
chips. Everybody Is excited and all kid- 
ding stops. Dimes deals. The Guest 
comes up with a flush, and, more im- 
portantly, a Queen of Spades in the hole. 
He bets heavily, seeing that the King of 
Spades is already on the table. The only 
hole card that can beat him is the Ace of 
Spades. He gambles that it's still in the 
deck. It isn't. It's one of Lucky's down 
cards. 


Two guys fold, leaving six players to 


bet. Both The Guest and Steady Eddie 
produce a flush. Lucky shows everyone 
his Ace-high full house. And his Ace of 
Spades in the hole. The other players are 
green with envy. All of them to the last 
one expected to split the proceeds. Now 
Lucky turns out to be the sole winner. 


A couple more hands are dealt but it is 


apparent the players don't have their 
hearts in it anymore. An attempt la 
made to play a pot-building hand but The 
Host quickly wins it before the chips can 
accumulate. The game breaks up an 
hour late with Steady Eddie's brother 
failing to interest anyone in a showdown 
hand, a quick, winner-take-all session to 
get rid of that empty feeling caused by 
Lucky's luck. Frustrated, the players de- 
part within five minutes, headed for their 
sleeping households.

How to choose toys for children 


-T 


Selecting girts for children at Christ- 


mas Is often .the moat- fun. — and most 
frustrating —'part of the season's buying 
trips. 


What exactly do you get for a six- 


month-old or a nine-year-old? What are 
their interests at that particular age? 


The American Toy Institute has pub- 


lished a booklet called "Choosing 
Toys for Children of All Ages" In which 
they offer suggestions' on the types of 
toys suitable for children of different 
ages. 


Here are their comments. 


Babies Voder 18 Months 


The baby needs brightly colored, light- 


weight toys of varied textures. They 
should be washable, too big for him to 
swallow, and free of rough edges or 
sharp corners. 


Baby's first toy might be the colorful 


bird or fish mobiles attached firmly to 
his crib DO he can "play" with his 
eyes. Soon, when he con hold things, it's 
time for the first rattles, the first rubber 
squeak-toys, and the gym exercisers that' 
stretch across a crib.. 


Soft dolls and animals are fun to feel, 


and disks or strings of large beads are 
also welcome. In his bath, the floating 
toys will keep baby happy. 


A slttlng-up baby loves blocks to 


bong and handle — especially if they 
rattle or have pictures 
on them. 


Cups or boxes that nest together also in- 
trigue him. 


And he's now ready far the first 


simple picture books, ones that show fa- 
miliar objects and can't be torn. 


When baby creeps and crawls, It's time 


for push-nnd-pull toys, musical or chime 
toys, animals on wheels, and small wag- 
ons. Baby's hands ore now able to cope 
with simple take-apart-and-put-together 
toys. 


He can hammer pegs into holes 


(pounding boards) and slip rings 'onto 
stakes. Blocks to handle, carry around, 
and stack provide for an absorbing activ- 
ity. 


Toddlers IS Months 


to 3 Years 


The runnlng-around toddler 
needs 


things to ride and climb on — a low 
tricycle or small, scoot-along ridcm, a 
wagon to get into, trucks and animals to 
straddle, a hobby horse, a Iow-to-the- 
ground backyard gym and seesaw. 


Balls and inflatable toys are good gift 


choices, along with wading pools and a 
climb-in sandbox full of pails, shovels 
and other sand toys. 


Imitating grown-up activity offers fun 


and learning. A tea party like Mommy's 
calls for dolls, tea 'sets, pots and pans, 
play table and chairs, and maybe simple 
dress-up clothes. ' 


For playing horaemoker, there's child- 


scale kitchen .equipment; stuffed animals 
and dolls can be part of this "let's pre- 
tend" setting.. 
Hands are more skillful now, 


though toys for this age group should 
be simple and not require too much fine 


muscle coordination. Easy puzzles, more 
advanced put-together toys- like color 
cones, and shape-perception toys (square" 
peg in square hole, etc.) help satisfy the 
manipulative urge. * 


Clay and modeling dough to poke, pat 


and roll caters both to the yen to ma- 
nipulate things and the desire.to make 
things. And It's not too soon for finger- 
paints and the first ensy-to-grasp, crdy- 
ons. 


Playing simple musical instruments, 


from toy piano to tambourines, Is 
lots of fun for 2-3-year-olds. The older 
youngsters in this age group enjoy and 
ca'n manage to operate simple phono- 
graphs.

to help insure your children's safety 
were- developed by three Florida- 
mothers through the Toy Manufac- 
turers of America, Inc. 


1. Think before you buy. Don't 1m;

3. Teach your child proper safe 


play with toys. Set good examples. 


4. Supervise toy play according to 


the situation. Consider the child's 
age, personality, surroundings and 
experience. 


5. Check the broken toys.'Repair 


or discard them. 


6. Protect the young child from the 


potentially dangerous toys of the old- 
er child. -

A play store, make-believe money, pre-

— villages, forts, circuses, farms, ser- 
vice stations, and so on. 


The larger backyard gym set .provides 


for large-muscle activity and (will keep 
little friends happy when they come to 
play. 


Young homemakers want toys resem- 


bling Mommy's "grown-up" appliances, 


such as >a vacuum cleaner or washing 
machine. Also called for are Inrgcd doll 
furniture and the equipment needed for 
bathing, feeding and dressing dolls. 


Transportation is fascinating. Cam. 


trains, boats, planes, tractors and all 
kinds of roadwork and construction 
trucks find favor. 


Wheel toys are needed to explore the 


neighborhood. Bigger tricycles and ri- 
dems are suitable now, as well as the 
first two-wheeler with training wheels. 
• For rainy-day sessions, have coloring 
books, paint sets, crayons, drawing bo- 
ards and wooden puzzles on hand. Read- 
ing picture books and story books and 
listening to records continue to be fun,' 
too.

Schoolchildren / ' 


6 to 9 Yean 


Boys and girls usually begin to demon- 


strate different play interests now, but 
they still play together much of the time, 
notably at the game table, because 6-to- 
B'crs are fascinated by contests of 
chance and skill. 


Dolls of all kinds, but especially the 


miniatures with their fashion wear and 
career-oriented wardrobes, come into 
play at this time. Also much in demand 
are doll houses with scale furniture, and 
paper dolls to be "dressed." 


Auto race layouts and electric trains 


have great appeal for boys at this age. 
They also like science sots and work ben- 
ches with real tools (fine with adult su- 
pervision) and construction sets. Model- 
building interest starts about now and of- 
ten continues into the teens. 


Although Interest in group play Is fast 


becoming evident, children in this age 
category also play well by themselves. 
They can now read the many books writ- 
ten especially for them. 


Paints, crayons, colored pencils, and 


clay are still good selections, and more 
complex puzzles can be Introduced. Toy 
typewriters, printing outfits, handicraft 
sets and make-lt-yourself kits are very

Deck halls, trim 
trees minus mess 
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Docking the halls for the holidays Is a 


lot of work — but It can also be fun K the 
entire family Joins in. Come time to "de- 
dock," however, Mom might find that 
family helpers' — and her holiday spirit 
— have vanished. 


The Eureka Home Care Institute.has 


compiled a list of helpful tips for putting 
up and taking down holiday decorations. 


Do all basic cleaning — wash windows 


and walls, clean carpeting — before you 
begin to decorate. 


Keep your vacuum cleaner and its at- 


tachments handy at all times — you'll be 
surprised what a great help-mate It is. 
Malta sura your cleaner Is operating at 
peak efficiency: replace worn bristles; 
check hose and wands for clogs; cord 
and plug for safety. 


Once you've found the perfect tree, 


make sure you don't leave a trail of nee- 
dles, dirt and small pieces of bark as you 
carry it Into the house. Gently go over 
the tree with the dusting brush attach- 
ment of your vacuum. The some treat- 
ment will keep dust and last year's flock- 
ing from shedding on your carpet when 
you unpack an artificial tree. 


Avoid carrying dust to your living 


room by going over decorations with the 
dusting brush attachment as you bring 
them out of storage. 


Uso the upholstery tool to revitalize 


felt Christmas stockings and tree skirts. 
Steam out folds and.gently vacuum to 
raise nap. 


Choosing the best location for your tree 


sometimes means reorganizing your liv- 
ing room. If carpet dents appear whore 
heavy furniture once stood,-remove them 
by holding a steam iron several Inches 
above dents for one minute; Then, vacu- 
um using several slow forward and back- 
ward strokes to raise nap. 


Be sure to keep plenty of water In the 


stand to prolong the life of the tree, but 
protect,your carpet or floor's finish by 
spreading a largo piece of plastic under 
the tree stand. 


Make certain windows are sparkling 


clean before decorating with frosty stcn- 
clls, wreaths or lights. Before washing, 
remove dust from corners by vacuuming 
the entire window area with the crevice 
tool attachment. If stenciling sheds, re- 
move artificial snow from window sills 
vlth your vacuum's dusting brush. 


To help you avoid post-holiday cleaning 


frustrations when removing decorations, 
The Eureka Home Care Institute sug- 
gests the following: 


Remove all decorations, Including tree 


ornaments. Vacuum them with the dus- 
ting brush attachment and store them in 
dust-proof' containers.

A twinkle sleigh 
' 


Any child will have fun turning 13 twinkles, one doughnut, a 


can of ready-to-sprend frosting, a few'colorful sprinkles and a 
piece of cardboard Into a gay little sleigh'with Santa In the 
driver's seat. 


The cardboard Is cut Into a rectangle the length of two 


twinkles laid cnd-to-cnd and one twinkle wide. 


Runners are made by arranging four twinkles so that the 


long edges of'the cardboard rest on the twinkles with half the 
length of the two front runners extending beyond the card- 
board. 
« 


The sleigh box Is shaped by five twinkles. Two arc laid cnd- 


to-cnd on each side of the cardboard. The fifth la cut in half 
with each half forming an end of the sleigh. 


Tlic top of the sleigh-box is three twinkles — one is placed 


across the back of the sleigh (over a half twinkle and resting 
on twinkles forming the sides), the remaining two are placed 
one on each side. 


Tlie curl fronting each runner is one-half of a doughnut se- 


cured in place with a toothpick. Sleigh and runners are 
frosted, then sprinkled with red sugar, mixed color nonpa- 
reils, chocolate shot, raisins, nuts, fruit loops or whatever 
colorful edibles are at hand. 


Santa is made by cutting the end off a twinkle (to give him 


a firm base); frosting (a bit heavier for his board); arrang- 
ing a race with cinnamon red hots, chocolate chips or raisins; 
and sprinkling heavily with red sugar for hs famous red suit. 


Or, color some of the frosting with food coloring, leaving 


white frosting for face and beard. A tiny marshmallow or 
mint mokes a tassel on his hat.

While candy Is beating, prepare two 8-inch square pans (inch 
deep), by buttering them very lightly. Pour beaten marsh- 
mallow into pans and smooth top with spatula. Let stand 4 
hours or overnight In a cool room. Place desired coating in a 
large shallow baking pan, run knife around edges of marsh- 
mallow and turn out into coating. With a long knife, lightly 
buttered, cut into 1-lnch squares, pick pieces apart and coat 
each piece thoroughly. Let stand about 2 hours to dry out 
before storing, with wax paper between layers, in tightly cov- 
ered tins. 


An edible snowman 


Let a jolly snowman set a mood of gaiety and good eating

Equally attractive as a centerpiece at dinner, on a buffet 


table or at a coctall party, this easy-to-make snowman is 
made with two cheery red balls of imported Holland cheese 
and decorations that are probably around the house. 


To form the snowman, place a 1 pound 14 ounce baby Edam 


cheese on top of a 3 pound 9 ounce ball of Edam cheese. (The 
snowman can also be made.from a 10 ounce baby Gouda 
placed on top of a baby Edam cheese.) 


Cut a circle from the top of the smaller cheese and save the 


top. To make the dip: 


TASTY SNOWMAN 


1 (1 lb., 14 oz.) Edam cheese Imported from Holland 
1 cup dairy sour cream 
1 (Vt oz) package green onion dip mix 
Vi cup finely chopped radishes 
1 (3 Ib., 9oz.) Edam .cheese 
'imported from Holland 
Scoop the cheese out leaving about '/4-Inch shell. Crumble 


or shred the cheese and combine with other ingredients. 
Scoop dip into the shell, replace top and refrigerate. 


To dress the snowman, use toothpicks to attach gumdrop 


eyes, nose and buttons. Tape two-inch lengths of cord or yarn 
to top of cheese for hair. Attach a pipe cleaner for the mouth. 
Braided remnants of yarn or ribbon form the scarf. 


To make the top hat, cut a circle two Inches in diameter, 


another circle four inches in diameter and a recetangle seven 
inches by two inches from construction paper and tape to- 
gether: Use ribbon to form the bat band.. 


Scraps 'of straw or bristles from an old broom can bo tied 


together for a haystack. - - - 
.PJace< smaller cheese on top of larger cheese, adjust the 
neckscorf and refrigerate until 1 hour.before serving. To 
serve surround the snowman- with raw vegetables and crack- 
ers for the dip. Place a cheese knife at the base for slicing.

Original prints, gold and silver coins, 


commomoratlvcs and wines are among 
the gifts that may bring investment op- 
portunities to friends and family. 


Although many authorities in these 


fields are reluctant to recommend buy- 
Ing primarily for Investment purposes, 
chances are even a modest gift, pur- 
chased with tlie advice of an expert, can 
appreciate substantially In the next few 
years. 


In the meantime, the gifts can be lived 


with and enjoyed, unlike the stock certifi- 
cate which sits In a drawer. 


The original print business Is booming 


ns the public becomes better educated 
about art' and increasingly dissatisfied 
with'cheap reproductions. Original prints 
in limited editions and signed by the art- 
ist offer tangible Investments to the in- 
flation wary consumer If bought from a 
reputable dealer. 


Circle Gallery, Ltd., a nationwide deal- 


er in original prints by well known art- 
ists, sells prints ranging from $40 to 
$20,000, says Jack Solomon, president. In 
1009, the company commissioned Nor- 
man Rockwell to make his first lith- 
ograph entitled "Spelling Bee," which 
sold for $200. The current market price 
for the Rockwell print Is $2,000. 


"Our clients like prints, many are col- 


lectors and It's a place to put their mon- 
ey," says Solomon, "but we're not In- 
vestment brokers." He says, however, 
that the investment value of prints often 
centers Into the customer's decision to 
'buy. . 


According to statistics released by the 


Original Print Collectors Group, which 
has some 1,400 members in the United 
States and abroad, the average price ap- 
preciation of artists' prints It offered In 
1972 hoi been 93 per cent In two years. 
Tho Group' guarantees members it will 
buy back prints for the original purchase 
price. 


Mqny Investors, slung by losses on 


Wall Street, have taken refuge in the 
gold and silver coin market, where valu- 
able gifts await the Christmas shopper. 


Lee Fox, director of Pcrcra Fifth 'Ave- 


nue Numismatic Division, cays "people 
can play with coins, enjoy thorn and still 
have something of real value." He rec- 
ommended 19th Century coins and the 
newer issues, which range anywhere 
from $20 to $160 apiece. 


"Silver dollars, which the government 


stopped striking In 1935, have both in- 
trinsic and scarcity value," Fox says, 
"but more people today are-inclined to- 
ward gold coins because gold Is in the; 
headlines." Mexico and Austria ore re-' 
striking common coins containing rough- 
ly on ounce of gold which win retail 
about'ten percentage points above the 
dafly quotations for gold on the foreign 
exchange morckts, ho odds.

Tho'serious campers have all the basic 


equipment they need. They learned long 
ago not to overload their recreational ve- 
hicles with excess baggage. But they can 
always use expendable items such as 
paper plates, paper tablecloths, canned 
delicacies and paper firewood logs. 


If you want to be generous, you can

to a yule kitten, read on. 


Giving a kitten for Christmas is a pop- 


ular idea. More than 13 million house- 
holds already keep a cat — or two or 
three or more. 


No one knows for sure but authorities ' 


estimate there are up to 30 million cats 
in America — including the super-inde- 
pendent wild ones which belong to the 
out of doors. 


The cat's a nooular net for monv rea- 


sons — including its affectionate nature, 
clean habits, quiet ways and high adapt- 
ability. 


In this era of turning the thermostat 


down at night to save energy there's a 
now reason for a cat 
.That is — plunk him on the bed with 


you at night A cat's like a hot water 
bottlo through the night, his body heat 
radiating and turning off some of the 
chill. 


The mixed breed domestic shortholr is 


the number one cot. Purebreds ore the 
aristocrats of catdom and can bo found 
in many pet shops. Tho mixed-breed cat 
con be viewed at animal shelters every- 
where. 


Sometimes you find thorn being offered 


door to door by children distributing a 
now litter. 


If buying a kitten, Inspect the place of 


purchase. A happy, healthy kitten will 
adapt better to his new home if he comes 
from a good ono. 


Look for tidy pens, clean feeding bowls 


and fresh water. Notice the way the own- 
er or shop attendant handles the animal. 


Moke sure the kHtcn has sharp, white 


teeth — two full rows. That is a sign he 
is ready to bo weaned from'hls mother. 


Notice if the kitten is lively, saucy. 


This is a sign of good health. Check for a 
firm, sturdy body, a sleek, shining coat, 
and clean, clear eyes. Runniness from 
eyes or noso could indicate infection. 


Place the yule cat in a wicker basket 


for giving. Or — put your kitty In a little 
house, especially made to give the cat 
privacy when he wants to get away from 
tho rest of the household. 


Most felines like these — but you never 


know. Cats are so very independent 


one amateur sound as if an entire com60 
is performing. While you can invest as 
much as $4,000 on on electronic organ, 
there are also new units priced at about 
the $400 level which can start the family 
off on a unique musical adventure.."

The harmonica, ideal for all 
ages, would be a good portable gift for a 
folk-music buff. It win also enable a be- 
ginner to participate in iamily music ses- 
sions. 


A melodica might be a useful gift for 


children In grades one to three. This in- 
strument, a miniature keyboard attached 
to a mouthpiece, can provide a valuable 
introduction to the later study of piano or 
organ."

Schools refuse to extend 
parks' use of facilities 


The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 


Board of Education refused Thursday 
night to allow the Wheeling Park District 
free use of school facilities until spring. 


The ptrk district formerly received 


use of school faculties In return for cut- 
ting school lawns. Its agreement with 
Dlst. 21 had expired' In October and It 
was decided that the park district would 
pay for school use and end Its lawn-cut- 
ting role. 


The district asked In the letter to con- 


tinue the old arrangement until spring 
but the school board refused. 


In other action, the board approved the 


school administration applications for 15 
"mini-grants" and four major grants for 
federal funds. The mini-grants cover a 
variety of subjects areas from "Training 
Parenta as Teachers" to a remedial 
math lab for junior high students. About 
60 projects; will be selected throughout 
the state for $10,000,1-year grants. 


Major grants include: 
• About $140,000 for expanding the ear- 


ly education program. 


• About $60,000 for Field School to 


evaluate and, improve the current educa- 
tion programs through parent and stu-- 
dent Involvement. 


• About $7,750 for instructional mate- 


rials. 


• About $17,000 for library materials.

restaurant project. 


An attorney for Dominion could not be 


reached for details on the matter Thurs- 
day. Spokesmen for the firm also were 
unavailable. 


THE VILLAGE board voted down a 


Dominion, request last July for per- 
mission to. build the structures on the 
site, Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads. 
The board decision upheld a unanimous 
plan commission rejection of the propos- 
al more than a year earlier. 


Officials of the firm in July threatened 


to take the matter to court if the village 
refused to overturn the plan commission 
decision. 


Originally, Dominion sought and re- 


ceived village authorization to construct 
a service station on part of the property 
and a commercial office building on the 
remainder. ,

The section slated for the service sta- 


tion later was sold, however, to Mara- 
thon Oil Co. and the firm's plans were 
changed to include building of a Pizza 
Hut. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS disapproved, 


however, saying the project did not con- 
form to the original site plan and such a 
restaurant was unsuitable for the proper- 
ty.

spokesman for the ICC said he expects 
that hearings will bo scheduled.

WALTER S. LARSON, general m.an-. 


ager of Citizens Utilities, said his firm 
cannot moke ends.meet with tho current 
sewer charges. He said the ICC this sum-, 
mer limited his company to 4.6 per cent 
earnings on sewer operations and 8.2 pep 
cent on Its water operations. 


"That is wholly inadequate," Larson 


said of the sewer earnings. "We are ask- 
ing for the 8.2 which was adhered to in 
the water Increase. It's kind of hard to 
run a business on 4.2." 


Larson sold the increase will provide 


his firm with an additional $542,000 a 
year in revenue.

CANTRELL HOPES there will be 


a snowball effect and others might 
begin to lower their prices. 


Ho agreed that people usually just 


stand around and complain that 
prices are too high and something 
has to bo done. But usually nothing 
happens. 


He said three suppliers already 


have agreed to drop their prices and 
another is considering donating some 
Items for as long as Cantrell Is able 
to keep up his efforts. 


"I don't consider this a promotion, 


and we will keep It as long as pos- 
sible," Cantrell said. 


CANTRELL SAID: the chain reac- 


tion could spread to some of his cus- 
tomers who might be encouraged to 
drop their prices once they see some- 
one already has stuck his neck out.

Cantrell said other businesses may

are rising, Cantrell said he is doing 
everything possible to keep the 20 
per cent discount program going. 


"I'd like to sell coffee for a dime a

imum rent to be $70 per month. 


In order to be eligible to live in the 


center persons must be at least 62 years 
old, have an Income not to exceed $4,900 
for single persons and $5,600 for married 
couples, and have asseU not in excess of 
$15,000. 


Mrs. Manika said senior citizens in the 


center must also be able to take care of 
their apartment and be able to live aline. 


"THIS WILL BE a regular apartment 


complex especially for senior citizens and 
is in no way a nursing home," Mrs. Mani- 
ka said. She said if for some reason real- 
dents cannot continue to maintain the 
apartment, they will have to leave and 


the apartment will be offered to the next 
person In line on the waiting list. 


Mrs. Manika said In order to make 


sure applicants are able to live alone, 
each applicant is required to come in for 
an interview In person.

for residency or not, she said. 


PERSONS WHO are .offered residency 


will be called In to sign a 30-day, auto- 
matic-renewable lease,.which will insure, 
the resident an apartment in the building 
for as long as he or she can maintain It. 


Mrs. Manika said'the lease will not 


have to be signed periodically because it 
is ;a continuous lease which can be bro- 
ken if the occupant gives 'at least two- 
weeks' notice to the management aide. 


Mrs. Manika said careful consideration 


will be given to each applicant with even 
the date of each application taken Into 
account when determining the priority 
list for the 128 available apartments. One 
apartment will be occupied by a live-in 
custodian/ 


MRS. MANIKA laid she will be in the 


city next Wednesday: and Thursday to 
conduct interviews-with seniors who can- 
not get to the senior citizens building in 
Niles where Mrs. Manika currently has

Later in tho letter, Fleming added,

Restaurateur cuts prices 20% in fight against 


inflation, urges all other businesses do same

Frank Swan admits to smoking in the 


washrooms, fighting, and cutting an oc- 
casional class while he was a student at 
Conant High School. 


Now, six years after graduation, 


Swan's involved with the same activities, 
but in a different way — as police officer 
assigned to his alma mater. 


Swan handles all police cases that In- 


volve tho school or students, advises law 
teachers, speaks to driver-education 
classes, dispenses parking permits and 
does a lot more. 


But he also spends the day getting ad- 


justed to his "new" surroundings which 
Swan said have changed a great deal 
since he roamed the halls as a student. 


Comics still say "olnk, olnk" and "I 


smell bacon," the traditional references 
to police as pigs, when Swan walks down 
the hall. "Sometimes I get a few bars of 
'Swanee River," " he laughed. 


Kids still smoke in the washrooms, but 


Swan says he can't figure it out. 


"They know they're going to get a de- 


tention if they do it," Swan said. "And 
all they have to do is walk 100 feet down 
the hall to the smoking area where they 
could blow smoke In my face, but they 
still do it." 


Probably the biggest changes Swan 


has noticed Is In the area of student free- 
dom. Previously required study halls and 
assemblies now are optional. Students 
can leave the building to walk in desig- 
nated areas, oven go home for lunch with 
permission. 


There are smoking areas and a game 


room, and students — through block 
scheduling — can take all their classes in 
succession and opt to start late or leave 
early, a far cry from Swan's student 
days which were regimented from 7:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. with no exceptions. 


Swan, who described himself as a one- 


time "class clown," was asked if he'd 
rather be going to school now instead of 
six years ago. 


"If I were 14 or 16 again, I'd probably 


say yes, but right now I'd say no," Swan 
said. "I think I personally benefitted- 
from less freedom. At that age, I needed 
more restrictions." 


Being in familiar surroundings and not 


long out of school himself, Swan said he 
often sees himself in students. He feels 
this helps him understand the students. 


But being a long-time resident of Hoff- 


man Estates also has its disadvantages, 
Swan said. 


"Lots of students here have older 


brothers and sisters I went to school 
with, so they know me pretty well," he 
said. The familiarity, coupled with his 
youth, might give the students a "you 
can't tell me what to do attitude," he 
added. 


One of the biggest shocks of coming 


back was calling teachers he had in class 
by their first names and finding out they 
were "people, really nice people." 


Kidding from his former tutors also is 


common, said Swan. "They say 'I hope I 
treated you O.K. while you were a stu- 
dent — now that you're on the police 
force." 


A FORMER STUDENT at Conant 
High School, Frank Swan has moved 
across the desk in the school's police 
counselor office from student to po- 
liceman. 


$4.9 million from state-with strings' 


While President Ford Is polishing 


his WIN buttons and economists are 
spreading reports of financial doom 
across tho land, one DCS Plalnes res- 
taurateur has decided to tako tho 
fight against Inflation into his own 
hands. 


Henry Cantrell, owner of the Mr.

"I'm calling all of my purveyors 


and asking tht they start to do some- 
thing about this inflation thing by 
lowering their prices to me," he said. 


CANTRELL HOPES there will be 


a snowball effect and others might 
begin to lower their prices. 


Ho agreed that people usually just 


stand around and complain that 
prices are too high and something 
has to be dona. But usually nothing 
happens. 


Ho said three suppliers already 


have agreed to drop their prices and 
another Is considering donating some' 
items for as long as Cantrell Is able 
to keep up his efforts. 


"I don't consider this a promotion, 


and we will keep It as long as pos- 
sible," Contrail said. 


CANTRELL SAID tho chain reac- 


tion could spread to some of his cus- 
tomers who might bo encouraged to 
drop their prices once they see some- 
one already has stuck his neck out. 


"This is just my small way of 


doing something about the econo- 
my," ho added. 


Cantrell sold other businesses may 


bo dealing with the troubled economy 
tho wrong way. 


"The car dealers are advertising 


1074 models at 1974 prices, but they 
should be selling the '74s at 1973 
prices to stimulate trade," he said. 


EVEN THOUGH some of his prices 


are rising, Cantrell said he is doing 
everything possible to keep the 20 
per cent discount program going. 


"I'd like to sell coffee for a dime a 


cup, but people would drink more 
than one cup for a dime. We had our 
price at 30 cents a cup and right now 
it is down to 24 cents." 


Cantrell indicated that if everyone 


were able to drop prices, people 
probably would be willing to spend a 
little more and the spending would 
stimulate the economy, creating 
more jobs. 


"I believe everyone could take part 


in something like this and that it 
would benefit everyone," Cantrell 
said. 


District votes to accept funds for school

The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education Thursday night agreed to ac- 
cept $4.9 million In state funds — with 
strings attached — for construction of its 
sixth high school 


The board voted 4-3 to accept funds 


from the Illinois Capital Development 
Board despite the fear of some board 
members that accepting it would cost the 
district control over the construction, 
and possibly also money. 


The school Is'to be on a 60-acre site 


east of Rohlwing Road, north of the Win- 
ston Park subdivision in Palatine. 


In a state-funded project, the capital 


development board reserves the right to 
oversee construction, obtain bids for the 
project and handle the district's local 
funds for the building. 


Some Dist. 211 board mcnbers argued 


that state intervention in the project 
would mean delays in construction that 
could cost money as construction prices

Increase with inflation. 


But after more than an hour of dis- 


cussion Thursday with district-architects 
and the capital development board proj- 
ect manager for the sixth school, the 
board agreed to accept 'the money and 
the bids for the new school obtained by 
the capital development board. 


Board members Robert Seger, Glen 


Hargrave and William Stenstrom voted 
against accepting the state money. Seger 
questioned: "Was it the intent of the leg- 
islature to give funds to school districts 
that really don't need it." Pointing out 
that roughly 33 per cent of the sixth high 
school will be financed by the state, Se- 
ger said, "Tonight we have a choice; If 
we .didn't have the money we wouldn't 
have a choice." 


But board member Jean Fisler said 


she felt the board would be doing the 
taxpayers of the district an injustice if it 
did not accept the state money. 


Dist. 211 will contribute $9.6 million to- 


ward the school. 


Groundbreaking is planned for January 


1975 and the district hopes to complete 
the school by early 1977. The building 
will have capacity for about 3,000 stu- 
dents. 


Voters approved the sale of $6.5 million 


of bonds in a referendum last October, 
but the acceptance of the state money 
means about $5 million of those bonds 
will not be sold. 


The district has already sold $8.5 mil- 


lion in bonds for the schools which were 
approved in a referendum in 1970. The 
district's money will now be placed in a 
trust fund which can be drawn by the 
Capital Development Board.

There were Indications Thursday thtit 


both Mrs. Schuerings and Mrs. Pavcy 
wore approached by tho party to run, al- 
though Mrs. Pavoy would confirm that 
sho had boon asked to consider candida- 
cy. 


Mrs. Schucrlngs, former acting direc- 


tor of the Hoffman Estates Park District, 
said Thursday sho has not made up her 
mind yet on running.

District votes to accept funds for school

, Tho High School Dlst. 211 Board of 
Education Thursday night agreed to ac- 
cept HO million In state funds — with 
strings attached — for construction of Its 
sixth high school 


Tho board voted 4-3 to accept funds 


from the 'Illinois Capital Development 
Board despite tho fear of some board 
members that accepting It would cost the 
district control over the construction, 
and possibly also money. 


Tho school Is to bo on a 60-acro site 


cast of Rohlwing Road, north of the Win- 
ston Park subdivision In Palatine. 


In a slate-funded project, the capital 


dovelopmcnt board reserves the right to 
oversee construction, obtain bids for tho 
project and handle tho district's local 
funds for the building. 


Some Dlst. 211 board members argued 


that state Intervention in the project 
would mean delays In construction that 
could cost money as construction prices 
increase with Inflation. 


But after more than an hour of dis- 


cussion Thursday with district architects 
and tho capital development board proj- 
ect manager for the sixth'School, the 
board agreed to accept the1 money and 
tho bids for the new school obtained by 
the capital development board. 


Board members Robert Scger, Glen 


Hargrove and William Stcnstrom voted 
against accepting the state money. Scger 
questioned: "Was it the intent of the leg- 
islature to give funds to school districts 
that really don't need it." Pointing out 
that roughly 33 por cent of the sixth high 
school will be financed by the state, Sc- 
ger said, "Tonight wo have a choice; If 
wo didn't have the money we wouldn't 
have a choice." 


But board member Jean Flslcr said 


she felt the board would be doing the 
taxpayers of the district an injustice If it 
did not accept the state money. 


Dlst. 211 will contribute $9.6 million to- 


ward the school. 


Groundbreaking is planned for January 


1075 and the district hopes to complete 
the school by early 1977. The building 
will have capacity for about 3,000 stu- 
dents. 


Voters approved the sale of $6.5 million 


of bonds -In a referendum''last October, 
but the acceptance of,the'state money 
means about $5 million of those bonds 
will not be sold. 


The district has already, sold $8.5 mil- 


lion In bonds'for. the schools which were 
approved In a referendum In 1970. The 
district's money will now be placed in a 
trust fund which can be drawn by the 
Capital Development Board.

In connection with an assault late 


Wednesday night on a 30-ycar-o'd Hoff- 
man Estates woman at the Moon Lake 
Village apartment complex, police are 
also looking for a white man about 28 
years old. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE said a man en- 


tered the Greenwood Trace apartment 
under the guise that he waa a repairman 
coming to fix a leaky faucet. Authorities 
said there was a leaky tap In the apart- 
ment but that it had not been reported.

IS's attorney, has suggested the appoint- 
ment of hearing officers as a procedure 
for handling parent requests, Whlteley 
said. The officers should be district offi- 
cials not directly connected with the aca- 
demic progress of the student, he added. 


Parents may see student records by 


contacting the school principal. A school 
official Is present while parents review 
records and answers questions or inter- 
prets recorded Information for the par- 
ent Parents con ask to have information 
removed from the folder and if the reu- 
qest Is not honored can request a hearing 
before the district hearing officer. 


If the request is turned down, the par- 


ent can file suit.

Restaurateur cuts prices 20% in fight against 


inflation, urges all other businesses do same 


Whllo President Ford Is polishing 


his WIN buttons and economists are 
spreading reports of financial doom 
across the land, one DCS Plaines res- 
taurateur has decided to take the 
fight against Inflation into his own 
hands. 


Henry Cantrell, owner of the Mr. 


Steak Restaurant, 1143 S. Elmhurst 
Rd., started a program this week to 
roll back his prices 20 per cent. 


But this move, which Is certain to 


make CantrelTs customers happy, 
doesn't stop with Just the price roll- 
back. 


"I'm calling all of my purveyors 


and asking tht they start to do some- 
thing about this inflation thing by 
lowering their prices to mo," he said. 


CANTRELL HOPES there will be 


a snowball effect and others might 
begin to lower their prices. 


He agreed that people usually Just 


stand around and complain that 
prices are too high and something 
has to be done. But usually nothing 
happens. 


He said three suppliers already 


have agreed to drop their prices and 
another Is considering donating some 
items for as long as Cantrell Is able 
to keep up his effortt. 


"I don't consider this a promotion, 


and we will keep it as long as pos- 
sible," Cantrell said. 


i CANTRELL SAID the chain reac- 


tion could spread to some of bis cus- 
tomers who might bo encouraged to 
drop their prices once they see some- 
one already has stuck his neck out. 


"This Is Just my small way of 


doing something about the econo- 
my," ho added. 


Cantrell said other businesses may 


be dealing with the troubled economy 
the wrong way. 


"The car dealers are advertising 


1974 models at 1974 prices, but they 
should be selling the '74s at 1973 
prices to stimulate trade," he said. 


EVEN THOUGH some of his prices 


are rising, Cantrell said he is doing 
•everything possible to keep the 20 
per cent discount program going. 


"I'd like to sell coffee for a dime a 


cup, but people would drink more 
than one cup for a dime. We had our 
price at 30 cents a cup and right now 
it is down to 24 cents." 


Cantrell indicated that If everyone 


were able to drop prices, people 
probably would be willing to spend a 
little more and the spending would 
stimulate the economy, creating 
more Jobs.

3,000 households to be affected 
Citizens Utilities asks 
36.5% sewer rate hike

Sower rules for 3,000 households in the 


Mount Prospect-Des Plnlnes area served 
by Citizens Utilities Co. may go up 38.3 
per cent. 


The utility company filed a rate In- 


creiM request with the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission last week, It was dis- 
closed Thursday. The ICC now has 30 
days to grant the Increase or schedule 
hearings on the requested rate hike. 


The proposed increase would hike 


monthly sewer charges from the current 
48 to $8.18. The lost rate Increase was 
approved this summer when sewer rates 
wore doubled from $3 to $6 despite strong 
opposition from residents in the area. 


Because of tho recent rate hikes, a 


spokesman for tho ICC said he expects 
that hearings will be scheduled. "I Imag- 
ine they probably will have hearings," 
said Thomas Stack, utility engineer with 
tho ICC. Ho said a decision on the matter 
is expected next week. < 


WALTER S. LARSON, general man- 


iigor of Citizens Utilities, said his firm 
cannot make ends meet with the current 
sewer charges. He said the ICC this sum- 
mer limited his company to 4.6 per cent 
earnings on sewer operations and 8,2 per 
cent on Its water operations. 


"That la wholly. Inadequate," Larson 


said of the sower earnings. "We are ask- 
ing for the 8.2 which was adhered to In 
the water.Increase. It's kind of hard to 
run a business on 4.2." 
• •• 


Larson sold tho Increase will provide 


his firm with an additional $542,000 a 
year In revenue. 


Some 2,380 households In the Now 


Town section of northeast Mount Pros- 
pect are serviced by Citizens Utilities. 
About 500 more households In Wayclndcn 
Pork, on unincorporated subdivision sur- 
rounded by Des Plalnes, also use Citi- 
zens Utilities water ond sewer service. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Mayor Robert D. 


Tclchert said he expects the village to 
help fight the rate Increase. "We will I'm 
sure have representation to resist as 
much as possible," he said. 


Utility study due in March 


Study of the proposed village purchase 


of Citizens Utilities Co. equipment in the 
northeast section of Mount Prospect is 
scheduled for completion in March. 


Norman Hlggins of M & E/Alstot, 


March and Gulllou Inc. said study of 
about half tho system has been com- 
pleted. "Wo have about finished our field 
work on tho water supply part of it," he 
said. "Wo ore now starting our assess- 
ment of tho sewer part." 


Despite early communications prob- 


lems between the consulting firm and the 
utility company, Higglns said Citizens 
Utilities Is cooperating with the survey. 
"Once we resolved those commu- 
nications difficulties we have had good 
cooperation," he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. Robert J. Eppley, 


however, said that the survey may cost 
$1,000 to $2,000 more than expected be- 
cause of unscheduled costs. He said the 
village hod to pay utility company engi- 
neers 2Vi times their regular pay for 


During hearings on the last rate in- 


crease, Mount Prospect hired an attor- 
ney to'represent village residents. "If 
there Is going to be another one (hear- 
ing) wo will render tlu some services to 
the people up there that we did before," 
Teichcrt said, noting that such action 
would have to be approved by the board. 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Epploy tilled the proposed rate, increase 
exorbitant. "I can't understand how in 
tho world they can do It," he said. "I 
thought the other raise on sewers was 
too much. I'm just surprised and 
shocked." 


After the lost rate increase went into 


effect, Mount Prospect began looking for 


tests run on the water lines between 10 
p.m. and 4 a.m. He said the company 
wanted the tests run during those hours 
because "this Is a time when people 
aren't using water." 


In addition, Eppley said the village has 


been asked to provide Citizens: Utilities 
with copies of the report. 


The consulting firm's contract with vil- 


lage calls for the study to be completed 
at a cost of not more than $27,600. 


While Citizens Utilities Is not interested 


In selling Its system, Walter S. Larson, 
general manager of the utility company, 
said his firm Is cooperating with the sur- 
vey. 


"We're not trying to hinder It, but 


we're not promoting it," Larson said. He 
said there has been some delay because 
of the need to document all activities 
through'written correspondence.

sion also considered four major alter- 
nates to the Central School site, but 
found no other suitable site which could 
bo ready in time to fit the building and 
financing schedule. 


"Speaking for myself," Tclchert suld, 


"up until this point, there Is nothing to 
dissuade me from the original choice (of 
the Central School property).". Village 
trustees 0. T. Gustus, George B. Ander- 
son and Kenneth V. Schblten did not 
question Tclchcrt's conclusion. 


Tclchert said Tuesday would be a very 


real deadline in that he is to sign the 
municipal bonds and receive the funds 
for the library project soon after the 


board meeting. 


The board has approved the issuance 


of $4 million in general obligation bonds 
to pay for the $3.2 million new library 
and the purchase of the current Mount 
Prospect State Bonk building for village 
offices. An. agreement has the village 
purchasing the Central School property 
by Jan. 6 at the latest.

Teachers devise compromise program

Teachers at Sunset Park School In 


Mount Proipcct have devised their own 
program to meet the Individual needs of 
students from slow learners to advanced 
students. 


But In their program they rejected the 


current trend In education — "individ- 
ualism" — and maintained their strong 
belief In group learning. 


To meet these two goals — group In- 


struction and students' Individual needs 
— they created "Roadmap to Learning," 
a compromise between the conventional 
classroom and the Individualized ap- 
proach. 


Through Roadmaps, students are test- 


«d and placed in a classroom at their 
ability level regardless of ago. Students 
in fifth grade might bo placed In a sec- 
ond grade reading group; a first grade 
student might be advanced to the third 
grade reading group. 


THIS YEAR the school Is piloting the 


program In math and reading. Teachers 
and parents have been pleased with the 
program thus far, said principal Robert 
Clinkert. 


"Sunset Pork reacted against the new 


emphasis on education — the "Individ- 
ualized' Independent learning," Clinkert 
•aid, referring to the trend that places 
students In an educatlnn program where 
they work on their own using the teacher 
as a resource person. 


Teachers also wore not satisfied with 


the conventional classroom approach, he 
said, where slow learners and advanced 
•tudcnts were lost in programs geared (o 
the elusive "average" students. 


Above- and below-overage students 


could not be programmed Into the regu- 
lar classwork, often were assigned differ-> 
ent studies and did. not get as much at- 
tention as the larger "average" section 
of the class, he said. 


GUIDELINES BUILT into Hoadmaps 


are geared to help students and parents 
ai well as teachers. Those guidelines In- 
clude: 


• Basic skills to be learned at each 


learning level. Each grade Is divided into 
four levels. For Instance a student In 3-4 
math l» In the third grade, fourth quarter 
of math. 


• Extent of the skill to bo learned. 


Parents know how they can help children 
improve and what is expected of children 
according to their grade level. 


• The results of the tests that place 


students in the proper learning level are 
given to parents. On the printout from 
the test, a list of skills the student knows, 
needs to review and must learn is given. 
.Next lo each skill a listing is given of 
places where the skill is taught In the 
basic text and supplementary materials 
that could be used. 


• The report card lists the learning 


level as well as the grade earned. 


After getting unanimous support from 


teachers last year, a committee was set 
up to map out the program over the sum- 
mer. An evaluation committee also was 


established that Includes administrators, 
a board member, teachers and parents. 


THE PROGRAM has gained recogni- 


tion by the'state superintendent's office 
by becoming one of five schools to get 
federal funds as an "affiliate" school to 
tho Illinois Network for School Devel- 
opment. 


As an affiliate school, Sunset Park re- 


ceives $10,000 per year toward the plan- 
ning of tho program. Tho program and 
evaluation" also will be shared with 
school districts throughout Illinois and 
can be adopted by the other districts 


once its success has been tested at Sun- 
set Park. 


In setting up the various classes, stu- 


dents' feelings were considered, Clinkert 
said. Although a student in grades 4 
through 6 might be at a second or third 
grade level, he would be placed with oth- 
er intermediate grade students in a low- 
cr learning level. The students are told 
what level they are in so they do not 
reach junior high school and are sudden- 
ly jolted with the fact that they are read- 
Ing or doing math at a fourth grade lev- 
el; he said.

Tho open door to Esther Pearson's of- 


fice reflects her open mind and heart to- 
ward people — especially little people. 


Elementary school 'children have been 


the focus of Mrs. Pearson's life since she 
joined Prospect Heights Dlst. 23.more 
than 20 years ago. In February she will 
be closing her door as principal of Betsy 
Ross School .to move on to a new career 
helping her husband with his work as a 
minister with the Moody Bible Institute. 


"When I first came to Sullivan, the 


cows would come up to the window," she 
said. "You had all the visual aids com- 
ing to your window." 


AT THAT TIME; most of the area was 


farmland. The district only had one 
school — Sullivan — and 15 teachers. 
Mrs. Pearson has watched the district 
expand • to include four elementary 
schools, a junior high school and a pro- 
fessional staff of more than 100 teachers. 


"It was one great big family," she 


said, looking back on the days when the 
superintendent also was the principal'at 
the lone school. 


A year after Mrs. Pearson arrived, 


Ross was opened and she moved to the 
school for students In kindergarten 
through third grade. She later served as 
head teacher for 10 years before being 
advanced to principal seven years ago. 


She also has watched many of the pro- 


gressive ideas she learned as a student 
at University of Virginia being brought 
Into education. At Ross, students now are 
multl graded where they are placed by 
level of achievement through the second 
grade rather than strictly by grade level. 


WHEN CHILDREN are happy and 


learning she feels good. If a child Is hav- 
ing problems, she encourages the young- 
ster to come and talk to her. Teachers 
also feel free to ask advice. And through 
the open communications, she said, chil- 
dren can be placed In the right group for 
their best achievement. 


Mrs. Pearson said she focused on the 


Idea of grouping children by achieve- 
ment rather than grade about nine years 
ago when she was working toward her 
master's degree in administration at Na- 
tional College of Education in Evanston. 


Having observed and worked with the 


multigraded program at Ross, she would 
like to see It expanded through High 
school. 


She points to the district's leadership 


as a factor in setting good educational 
programs. 


"We've always had good leadership," 


she said of the five-school district. "This 
school district can compete with any 
school district. They haven't much mon- 
ey, but they've done much with what 
they have." 


SHE SAID CREDIT must go to the 


parent volunteers that staff many of the 
programs. "The parents have been 
great," she said, noting the parents cur- 
rently help with the reading program. 
They do clerical work and also supervise 
the reading scanner, a machine that

with its proposal but wanted to Issue tho 
statement first In an effort to get other 
groups Interested in the selection of the 
superintendent. 


"There's no way wo want to boss the 


selection process," Mrs. Parrish said. 
"But we think the board and community 
can work together. 
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flashes words on a screen at a set pace 
to build reading ability. 


"I could match my school against any 


other," she said proudly. Interest in chil- 
dren by the parents, teachars and admin- 
istration is the key factor In its success, 
she said. 


Looking back on the district's growth,

gained through my school experiences," 
she said. 


It is with regret and fond memories 


that she leaves Dist. 23, but a part of her 
will remain through the programs she 
has started and nurtured. 


"You r-ave carved a big spot in my 


life," she wrote in her letter of resigna- 
tion. "Me thinks I'll hear the happy 
voices of little children and gracious co- 
workers as I muse in the twilight hours. 
Then again I will thank God for the privi- 
lege of having been associated with you 
all In Dist. 23." 


"That way, If there are glaring differ-,

^Rescue referendum' 
for parks approved

Tha Arlington HolghU Pork District 


cltiions' review committee recommend- 
ed Thursday a three-part "rescue refer- 
endum" be conducted to solve the short- 
term financial problems of the district. 


The referendum would increase the' 


park district's corporate and recreation 
tax rale from 20 to 27 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, or about $7 for property 
with equalized assessed value of $10,000. 
It also uould authorize bonds totaling 
$300,000 for "catch-up" maintenance 
projects and a second garage at Frontier 
Park to service the northern end of the 
district. 


The committee also voted to study a 


second referendum for major, long-range 
capital Improvements:, proposed by act- 
Ing chairman Thomas E. Mead. The sec- 
ond referendum would not be held until 
the national economic picture Improved 
greatly, Mead said. 


NO DATE WAS sot for the short-term 


referendum, but (he committee urged 
th.it the park board hold It as soon as 
possible. The committee said it should 
not bo held In conjunction with the April 
t elections, when the Issues might be 
clouded by other refcrendums and mu- 
nicipal and park board votes. 


The second garage was recommended 


by Angela Cnpulli, director of park 
maintenance, who said the single garage 
at Pioneer Park was Inadequate to store 
supplies and equipment. He said the new 
garage also was needed because of the 
unreasonable traveling times between 
Pioneer Park and pork facilities in the 
north end. 


Inclusion of the garage In the first ref- 


erendum was necessary because of spl-

rating costs, said Marcia Troch, com- 
mittee member. She noted the price of 
$175,000 had jumped $100,000 since,an 
Identical building was proposed In the 
1972 referendum, which was defeated. 


The catch-up maintenance portion of 


the referendum would come to about 
$383,000. The money would go to repairs 
and standard upkeep projects the district 
has been unable to perform because of a 
lack of money. 


THE REMAINING $50,000 would go for 


legal fees, planning and engineering cost 
and Inflation factors, Mead said. 


Mead proposed a second referendum to' 


take care of long-range plans and im- 
provements.-.He said that referendum 
should be delayed "until a late time 
when the economic climate is better. 


He suggested that the second referen- 


dum give voters a "cafeteria approach" 
of three packages, of which they could 
approve any, or none, of the projects. *./->•

Both sides await verdict

• About $7,750 for instructional mate- 
rials. 


• About $17,000 for library materials.

21 on the North- 
west Educational Cooperative Board. She 
will take the place of Jeremla Crise who 
has served in that opacity for six years, 
before his resignation Thursday night for 
business reasons. 


The board also approved the purchase

Tito open door to Esther Pearson's of- 


fice reflects her open mind and heart to- 
ward people — especially little people. 


Elementary school children have been 


the focus of Mrs. Pearson's life since she 
joined Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 more 
than 20 yean ago. In February she will 
tie closing her door as principal of Betsy 
floss School to move on to a new career 
helping her husband with his work as a 
minister with the Moody Bible Institute. 


"When I first came to Sullivan, the 


cows would come up to the window," she 
said. "You had all the visual aids com- 
ing to your window." 


AT THAT TIME, most of the area was 


farmland. The district only had one 
school — Sullivan — and IS teachers. 
Mrs. Pearson has watched the district 
expand to Include four 
elementary 


schools, a junior high school and a pro- 
fessional staff of more than 100 teachers. 


"It was one great big family," she 


sold, looking back on the days when the 
superintendent also was the principal at 
the tone school. 


A year after Mrs. Pearson arrived, 


Ross was opened and she moved to the 
school for students In kindergarten 
through third grade. She later served as 
head teacher for 10 years before being 
advanced to principal seven years ago. 


She also has watched many of the pro- 


gressive Ideas she learned as a student 
at University of Virginia being brought 
Into education. At Ross, students now are 
mult) graded where they are placed by 


level of achievement through the second 
grade rather than strictly by grade level. 


WHEN CHILDREN ore happy and 


looming she feels good. If a child Is hav- 
ing problems, she encourages the young- 
ster to come and talk* to her. Teachers 
also feel free to ask advice. And through 
the open communications, she said, chil- 
dren can be placed in the right group for 
their best achievement. 


Mrs. Pearson said she focused on the 


Idea of grouping children by achieve- 
ment rather than grade about nine years 
ago when she was working toward her 
master's degree in administration at Na- 
tional College of Education in Evanston. 


Having observed and worked with the 


multlgradcd program at Ross, she would 
like to see It expanded through high 
school. 


She points to the district's leadership 


as a .factor In setting good educational 
programs. 


"We've always had good leadership," 


she sold of the five-school district. "This 
school district can compete with any 
school district. They haven't much mon- 
ey, but they've done much with what 
they have." 


SHE SAID CREDIT must go to the 


parent volunteers that staff many of the 
programs. "The parents have been 
great," she said, noting the parents cur- 
rently help with the reading program. 
They do clerical work and also supervise 
the reading scanner, a machine that 
flashes words on a screen at a sot pace 
to build reading ability. 


"I could match my school against any 


other," she said proudly. Interest in chil- 
dren by the parents, teachars and admin- 
istration is the key factor In its success, 
she sold. 


Looking back on the district's growth, 


she said the type of student has changed 
and with the change new problems have 
cropped up. 


"We have more transient students and 


more students are from divided homes," 
she said. "Then again we may be detect- 
ing more of the problems now too" be- 
cause of'improved testing and special- 
ized staff for learning disabilities and 
emotional problems. 


MRS. PEARSON WILL complete her 


work for the district Feb. 7. After leav- 
ing the district she will travel with her 
husband to Florida, Colorado, California 
and Hawaii. After those travels, she will 
be going around the world.

"I'll be working in the spiritual line 


with women using the experience I've 
gained through my school experiences," 
she said. 


It Is with regret and fond memories 


that she leaves Dlst. 23, but a part of her 
will remain through the programs she 
has started and nurtured. 


"You have carved a big spot in my 


life," she wrote in her letter of resigna- 
tion. "Me thinks I'll hear the happy 
voices of little children and gracious co- 
workers as I muse in the twilight hours. 
Then again I will thank God for the privi- 
lege of having been associated with you 
all In Dlst. 23."

tendent, but I'm sure we'll try to involve

Smiley said. 


Smiley Indicated the only time the se- 


lection process will go behind closed 
doors will be near the end. when the se- 
lection Is narrowed and "names are in- 
volved." 


"We especially want to Involve the 


community in the beginning stages when 
we define what kind of superintendent we 
want," Smiley said. "Before you go out 
and look (for a superintendent), you de- 
ddc'what you need," he added. 


ALMA PARHISir. president of the 


teachers' council, said her organization 
plans to approach the board formally 
with its proposal but wanted to issue the 


statement first in an effort to get other 
groups interested in the selection of the 
superintendent. 


"There's no way we want to boss the 


selection process," Mrs. Parrish said. 
"But we think the board and community 
can work together. 


"That way, if there arc glaring differ- 


ences in what the board wants in a su- 
perintendent ' and what the community 
wants, it'can be worked out." 


DOARO MEMBERS Judy Zanca and 


Avis Wold, indicated Thursday they also 
would like I') sec community In- 
volvement, but agreed with Smiley that 
the final selection stages should be left 
up to the board.

Finance committee urges 
approval of basin plan 


The village board's finance committee 


has recommended approval of an agree- 
ment between the village and the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District on the construc- 
tion of a storm water basin that would 
alleviate flooding In one of the most 
flood-prone areas of the village. 


The agreement, which Includes the Vil- 


lage of Mount Prospect, would commit 
the two municipalities to share any con- 
struction costs over the $1.3 million the 
MSD has budgeted for the basin project 
at Central and Busse roads. 


If the. agreement Is approved by the 


Arlington Heights Village Board Monday 
night as expected, and Is also accepted 
by Mount Prospect's Village Board, the 
basin will bo built next year. 


It would alleviate widespread flooding 


among dozens of homes in an area from 


Northwest Highway to Camp McDonald 
Road, cast of Prlndlc and Forest ave- 
nues. 


"There was very heavy flooding in this 


area during the' 1972 storm," said.. 
Trustee Frank,Palmatler, chairman of 
the finance committee and.the Citizens 
Action Committee against Flooding. 


The basin would have a secondary bene- 


fit to some parts of the Stoncgate subdi- 
vision west of Prindle by correcting,, 
stormwatcr backup in the Stonegate sew-' 
cr, he said.
